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Constitution 


ARTICLE  I  -  Name 

The  association  shall  be  called  the  Truett  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. 

ARTICLE  II  -  Membership 

SECTION  1.     CHURCH  AFFILIATION 

This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  churches  wno  volun- 
tarily affiliate  themselves  with  the  body.     Churches  shall  main- 
tain their  affiliation  by  presenting  a  letter  of  report  to  the 
annual  meeting.     Faith  and  practice  of  the  member  churches  shall 
harmonize  with  the  generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  of  the 
churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.     Any  organized 
church  applying  for  admission  to  the  fellowship  of  the  associ- 
ation or  presenting  a  letter  of  dismissal  and  recommendation 
from  another  like  organization  shall  be  received  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  association  for  one  year,  after  which,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Church  Affiliation  Committee,  it  may  be  voted 
into  full  fellowship  of  the  association. 

SECTION  2.     GOVERNING  BODY  OF  THE  ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETING 

The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the 
pastors  of  all  affiliating  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of 
affiliating  churches  who  are  not  active  pastors,  and  three  (3) 
messengers  from  each  church  for  the  first  hundred  (100)  members 
or  fractional  part  thereof,  and  one  (1)  additional  messenger 
from  each  church  for  each  additional  fifty  (50)  members  or  frac- 
tional part  thereof,  with  a  maximum  of  ten  (10)  messengers  from 
any  one  (1)  church.     Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  to 
in  the  annual  letter  of  report  sent  by  the  church  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.     The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be 
extended  at  the  discretion  of  the  body  to  representatives  of  our 
denominational  interests,  and  also  to  ministers  and  members  of 
other  Christian  organizations. 

ARTICLE  III  -  Meetings 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  in  the  week  following 
the  first  Sunday  in  August.     The  associational  year  shall  run 
from  July  1  to  June  30.     Special  sessions  may  be  called  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and/or  the  Missions  Committee  as  need  arises. 
The  Executive  Committee  and/or  the  Missions  Committee  shall 
determine  the  place  and  length  of  these  meetings. 

The  Associational  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  regular 
meetings  in  December  and  May  of  each  year,  and  call  meetings 
when  necessary,  and  shall  be  registered  as  the  association  AD 
INTERIM. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  Authority 

This  Baptist  Association  is  a  self-determining  body  whose 
authority  is  derived  from  the  actions  of  the  messengers  elected 
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by  the  churches.     These  churches  have  voluntarily  associated 
and  have  established  organizations  for  Christian  fellowship 
and  cooperation  idn  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  This 
Association  is  -dependent  on  the  churches  that  created  and 
sustain  it,  and  it  is  autonomous  in  relation  to  other  Baptist 
bodies.     This  Association  shall  in  no  case  control  or  direct  the 
churches  with  reference  to  their  own  government  of  internal 
policy . 

ARTICLE  V  -  Objectives 

The  objectives  of  this  Association  are  designed  to  assist 
the  churches  in  majoring  upon  evangelism,  missions  and  steward- 
ship through  their  programs.     Specifically,  the  objectives  of 
the  Association  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in 
the  work  of  Christ. 

2.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches 
individually,  and  to  coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meet- 
ing these  needs. 

3.  To  provide  such  programs,  projects,  and  organizations  as  will 
strengthen  the  churches  and  assist  them  in  achieving  their 
objectives  and  goals. 

4.  To  encourage  support  by  every  church  for  the  mission  causes 
of  the  Association,  the  N.C.  Baptist  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  Officers  and  Their  Duties 

SECTION  1.  OFFICERS 

The  general  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be:  Modera- 
tor, Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Assistant 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Director  of 
Evangelism  and  Director  of  Music.     The  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall 
receive  compensation  as  provided  in  the  budget  each  year  for 
services  rendered.     Each  officer  must  be  a  member  in  good  stand- 
ing of  a  church  presenting  a  letter  to  the  Association. 

1.  MODERATOR.     The  Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the 
floor  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.     The  Moderator 
shall  begin  his  duties  at  the  close  of  the  following  meeting  in 
which  he  is  elected  and  conclude  at  the  close  of  the  following 
annual  meeting.     He  shall  be  responsible  for  presiding  over  all 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association  as  a 
body.     He  is  a  member  EX  OFFICIO  of  all  committees.     He  shall  be 
limited  to  two  (2)   consecutive  terms  in  office. 

2.  VICE-MODERATOR.     The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor  of  the  Annual  Association.     His  duties  shall  begin 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  meeting  in  which  he  is  elected 
and  conclude  at  the  close  of  the  following  annual  meeting.  The 
Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  presiding  when 
called  on  by  the  Moderator.     In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  term. 

3.  CLERK.     The  Clerk  shall  be  responsible  for  the  papers 
and  documents  committed  to  his  care.     He  shall  keep  correct 
minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Meeting  and  special 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive 
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Committee  meetings.     He  shall  prepare  the  same  for  publication. 
He  shall  preserve  a  file  of  these  minutes  which  shall  constitute 
the  authentic  record  of  this  Association.     An  ASSISTANT  CLERK 
shall  be  likewise  nominated  to  assist  the  Clerk  in  carrying  out 
these  duties  or  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  if  a  vacancy  occurs. 

4.  TREASURER.     The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  the  funds 
of  this  Association  and  distribute  the  same  in  accord  with  the 
associational  budget  and  under  the  authority  of  the  Executive 
Committee.     He  shall  make  regular  monthly  reports  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, which  report  shall  be  audited  and  published  in  the  associ- 
ational minutes.     An  ASSISTANT  TREASURER  shall  be  likewise 
nominated  to  assist  the  Treasurer  in  carrying  out  these  duties 

or  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  if  a  vacancy  occurs. 

5.  DEPARTMENT  HEADS.     The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  and  Brother- 
hood Director  are  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  their 
respective  organizations  and  then  become  a  part  of  the  Associ- 
ational Nominating  Committee.     Their  duties  are  defined  in  cur- 
rent promotional  literature  from  their  respective  State  and  Con- 
vention Departments.     Their  duties  shall  begin  at  the  close  of 
the  Annual  Meeting  and  conclude  at  the  close  of  the  following 
Annual  Meeting. 

6.  OTHER  GENERAL  OFFICERS.     The  Historians,  Director  of 
Evangelism,  Director  of  Music,  and  other  general  officers  deemed 
necessary,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nominating 
Committee  and  shall  carry  out  their  duties  as  defined  in  current 
promotional  literature  from  their  respective  State  or  Convention 
Departments . 

SECTION  2.     INSTITUTIONAL  AND  AGENCY  REPRESENTATIVES 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  one 
person  from  each  denominational  institution  and  agency  which 
request  such  a  representative.     When  elected,  they  shall  serve 
for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 
Their  function  shall  be  to  help  communicate  the  needs  and  oppor- 
tunities of  service  for  individuals  and  churches  through  the 
institution  or  agency  they  represent.     Such  representatives  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  selecting  persons  to  serve  as  contacts  in 
various  areas  of  our  Association  for  more  effective  communication. 
These  representatives  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Asso- 
ciation in  session. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  Employed  Personnel 

SECTION  1.   SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS   (ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY) 

1.     TERMS  OF  EMPLOYMENT:     The  Superintendent  of  Missions 
shall  be  sought  and  recommended  by  the  Missions  Committee  to  the 
Associational  Executive  Committee  for  election.     His  call  shall 
be  an  indefinite  call.     His  salary,  moving  expenses,  allowances, 
etc.   shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  current  budget  or  adjust- 
ments recommended  in  consultation  with  the  Associational  Finance 
Committee.     Concerning  termination  of  employment,  his  resignation 
shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  at 
least  thirty  days  before  it  is  to  take  effect.     The  Executive 
Committee  may  terminate  employment  by  giving  notice  thirty  days 
in  advance.     In  case  of  such  termination  of  employment,  the 
Association  shall  continue  salary  and  allowance  for  an  additional 
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thirty  days  or  until  other  employment  begins,  whichever  is  less. 

2.     RELATIONSHIPS:     He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Association  through  the  Missions  Committee  of 
the  Association.     The  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee  shall 
be  nominated  by  the  Associat ional  Nominating  Committee  and  pre- 
sented as  part  of  the  Nominating  Committee's  report  to  the 
Annual  Meeting.     The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be  expected 
to  have  general  supervision  of  the  personnel  and  program  of  the 
Association  as  they  function  through  the  associational  office. 
He  will  work  primarily  with  the  Associational  General  Officers 
and  Associational  Committees. 
3.  DUTIES: 

A.  As  chief  administrative  office  of  the  Association,  his 
duties  will  involve  the  following: 

(1)  Administer  all  policies  and  instructions  committed 
to  him  by  the  Association,  its  Executive  Committee, 
and  the  Missions  Committee. 

(2)  Work  closely  with  the  associational  committees  and 
officers  in  such  a  way  as  to  help  each  group  deter- 
mine its  opportunities  and  objectives  based  on  need 
in  the  churches  and  procedures,  ways  and  means  of 
fulfillment  of  these  opportunities  and  objectives. 

(3)  Develop  annual  objectives,  measurable  goals,  and 
correlate  work  of  all  departments  and  committees  in 
proposals  for  the  attainment  of  these  goals  and 

obj  ectives . 

(4)  Serve  as  EX  OFFICIO  member  of  all  committees. 

(5)  Serve  as  purchasing  agent  for  office  equipment  and 
supplies,  and  keep  purchases  and  expenditures  within 
the  budget . 

(6)  Communicate  to  State  and  Southern  Convention  agencies 
information  about  needs,  problems  and  potentialities 
within  the  Association,  and  to  interpret  to  churches 
the  program  resources  and  other  assistance  available 
from  the  State  and  Southern  Convention  agencies. 

B.  As  Counselor  -     Shepherd,  his  duties  will  involve: 

(1)  To  be  available  to  the  pastors  and  other  full-time 
religios  workers  as  a  Counselor  and  Shepherd. 

(2)  To  counsel  with  church  leaders  as  requested  with 
reference  to  programs  and  procedures  in  their  chur- 
ches, calling  a  pastor  or  other  church  staff  member, 
actual  or  threatened  breach  of  fellowship,  church 
objectives,   church  policies,  assist  pastorless 
churches,  assist  pastors  and  others  in  counseling 
those  who  are  called  into  church-related  vocations. 

C.  As  a  visitor  in  churches,  he  shall: 

(1)  Visit  churches  by  invitation  of  the  pastor  or  other 
church  leaders  to  provide  specified  assistance  in 
the  church  program  and  ministry,   such  as  (a)  pulpit 
supply,   (b)  study  courses,   (c)  missionary  address, 
(d)  teaching  in  Sunday  School,   (e)  deacon's  meetings, 
(f)  assembly  programs,   (g)  special  day  address,  (h) 
ordination  services,   (i)  VBS  planning,   ( j )  to  inter- 
pret some  phase  of  associational  work  (k)  budget 
planning,   (1)  building  planning,   (m)  revival  meetings 
(not  to  exceed  six  in  the  association  during  the 
associational  year,  except  by  permission  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee),   (n)  stewardship  emphasis,  (o) 
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studying  objectives  and  long  range  planning,  (p) 
studying  and  evaluating  procedures.  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,   (q)  Church  surveys,  etc. 
(2)  Visit  churches  on  his  own  Initiative  for  worship, 
Christian  fellowship,  brief  Interpretations,  etc. 
D.     As  Administrator  In  the  Association  office  his  duties 
will  Involve: 

(1)  Personal  correspondence  pertinent  to  and  Incidental 
to  his  work. 

(2)  Interpretative  and  promotional  mall  pertinent  to 
and  Incidental  to  his  work.     This  Is  to  Include  at 
least  a  monthly  mall-out  newsletter. 

(3)  Telephoning  pertinent  to  and  Incidental  to  his  work. 

(4)  Office  routing,  answer  of  Inquiries,  etc. 
4.     MISCELLANEOUS  CONDITIONS 

A.  He  shall  Inform  the  Missions  Committee  In  advance  of  any 
absence  from  the  field. 

B.  He  shall  be  permitted  to  serve  as  Interim  pastor  by  Invi- 
tation of  any  church  within  the  area  of  the  association 
on  the  following  conditions:     (a)  With  the  approval  of 
the  Missions  Committee;   (b)  Services  with  one  church  or 
mission  may  not  exceed  two  months  consecutively;  (c) 
Interim  pastorates  shall  always  be  secondary  to  his  prior 
obligations . 

C.  He  may  attend,  at  the  Association's  expense,  the  State 
and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions,  and  other  assemblies 
and  conferences  pertaining  specifically  to  his  work  within 
limits  provided  In  the  Association's  budget. 

D.  He  may  take  14  days  annual  vacation,  the  time  to  be  deter- 
mined at  his  own  discretion,  but  In  proper  relationship 

to  the  work  In  general. 

E.  He  may  participate  In  the  S.  B.   C.  Annuity  Plan  and/or 
Social  Security  on  the  basis  provided  for  In  the  Associ- 
ation's Budget. 

F.  A  maximum  of  four  weeks  (two  on  a  commuting  basis)  may  be 
used  for  revival  meetings.     Not  more  than  two  additional 
weeks  may  be  used  for  other  denominational  work  outside 
the  Association. 

SECTION  2.     OTHER  EMPLOYED  PERSONNEL 

Other  personnel  may  be  employed  as  needed  by  the  Association 
In  annual  session  with  a  two-thirds  majority  vote.     These  per- 
sonnel must  come  as  a  joint  recommendation  of  the  Finance  and 
Mission  Committees. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  Committees 

The  following  committees  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Association  and  will  give  written  reports  of  their 
activities  and  work  at  the  following  annual  meeting. 

1.     COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS.     This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  five  (5)  members  nominated  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions,  the  newly  elected  Moderator  and  Vice-Modera- 
tor and  presented  during  the  last  session  of  the  annual 
meeting  for  election.     To  this  group  will  be  added  the 
Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committees  of  the  Assoclatlonal 
Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
Brotherhood,  and  Music  organizations. 


The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  nominate  general 
officers  of  the  association  as  set  forth  in  Article  VI,  Section 
2;   (2)  to  nominate  committees  and  their  chairmen  as  set  forth  in 
this  Article;    (3)  to  nominate  trustees  as  set  forth  in  this 
Article;   (4)  to  nominate  all  other  officers,  except  the  moderator 
and  vice-moderator. 

2.  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.     This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  and  the  Super- 
intendent of  Missions. 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  plan  and  present  the 
proposed  order  of  business  of  the  annual  meeting  and  recommend 
any  changes  during  the  annual  meeting. 

3.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  is  composed  of  the 
Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director, 
Women's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  the 
current  general  board  members.  Moderator  and  a  chairman  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee  as  to 
missionary  needs  which  might  be  best  met  by  and  through  coopera- 
tive efforts;   (2)  to  carry  out  the  responsibilities  set  forth 
in  Article  VII;   (3)  to  make  application  for  financial  assistance 
for  the  associational  program;   (^)  to  investigate  all  applica- 
tions for  pastoral  aid  from  the  State  Convention  and  make  appro- 
priate recommendations  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  is  composed  of  four 
(4)  members  plus  the  associational  treasurer  and  the  current 
General  Board  member. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  plan  and  present 
the  proposed  budget  to  the  annual  association;   (2)  to  study  and 
recommend  any  necessary  budget  changes  to  the  Executive  Committee 
during  the  year,   (3)  to  publicize  and  promote  the  annual  budget 
in  the  churches. 

5.  CHURCH  AFFILIATION  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  is  composed 
of  three  (3)  members  plus  the  Vice-Moderator. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to:     (1)  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  Article  II,  Section  1;   (2)  to  contact  churches  not 
sending  a  letter  of  report  to  the  Association  and  try  to  encour- 
age their  cooperation  in  doing  so.     This  committee  shall  render 
assistance  an  completing  the  letter  of  report  if  the  church 
desires  assistance.     If  their  desire  after  three  years  of  con- 
tact is  not  to  continue  fellowship  with  the  Association  the  names 
of  those  churches  will  be  dropped  from  the  records  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

6.  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  is  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  Associational  Sunday  School 
Director,   Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director  and  Music  Director. 

The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be:     (1)  to  plan  and  publish 
an  annual  associational  calendar  of  activities;   (2)  to  study  and 
publicize  any  necessary  changes  during  the  associational  year, 
running  from  July  1  through  June  30  of  each  year. 

7.  STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  at  least  three  (3)  members  and  more, 
if  needed. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:     (1)  to  plan  and  pro- 
mote stewardship  and  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
(2)  to  assist  individual  churches  in  Stewardship  promotion  and 
missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
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8.  RADIO  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Murphy,  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions  and  two  other  pastors. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:     (1)  to  formulate  a 
schedule  of  pastors  who  volunteer  for  the  Trl-State  Baptist  Hour, 
and  (2)  to  direct  any  other  radio  ministry  available  to  the 
Association. 

9.  TRUETT  CAMP  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  Is  com- 
posed of  three  (3)  members  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee 
to  serve  for  a  three  year  period  on  a  rotating  basis,  one  member 
rotating  off  each  year  and  a  new  member  being  nominated  In  his 
place . 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  serve  with  the  other 
members  of  Region  10  Camp  Committee. 

10.  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  AND  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  plan,  advise,  and 
promote  the  work  of  Seminary  Extension  In  our  Association. 

11.  CHILDREN'S  HOME  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  work  In  conjunction 
with  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  In  promoting 
the  support  of  these  homes. 

12.  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall 
be  composed  of  the  Clerk  as  chairman,  the  Moderator,  Superinten- 
dent of  Missions  and  two  other  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  review  and  recommend 
revision  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  as  needed  to  keep  them 
applicable  and  up  to  date. 

13.  TIME  AND  PLACE  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:      d)  to  recommend  to 
the  Annual  Association  a  time  and  place  for  the  next  Annual 
Meeting  (2)  and  to  make  any  necessary  changes  In  time  and  place 
that  might  become  necessary. 

14.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:     (1)  to  study  and  bring 
a  recommendation  to  the  body  of  the  Association  concerning  any 
and  all  resolutions  originating  from  the  floor  or  the  Moderator, 
and  (2)  to  formulate  and  recommend  any  appropriate  resolution. 

15.  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE  COMMITTEE.     This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:     (1)  to  serve  as  a  link 
between  the  churches  of  the  Association  and  all  State  and  Con- 
vention publications,  and  (2)  to  promote  the  use  of  said  litera- 
ture In  the  churches  and  assist  the  churches  In  obtaining  such 
literature . 

16.  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  ACTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be 
be'  composed  of  five  (5)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:     (I)  to  serve  as  a  link 
between  the  Christian  Action  League  and  the  Association;   (2)  to 
keep  abreast  of  current  social  and  moral  Issues,  to  prepare  and 
present  written  statements  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion or  Executive  Committee,  and  upon  approval,  to  see  that  the 
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statements  are  publicized  through  appropriate  communications 
media;  and  (3)  to  inform  the  Association  of  any  infractions  of 
the  principle  of  church  and  state  and  to  initiate  corrective 
action  through  the  Association. 

17.  TRUSTEES.     The  Association  shall  elect  three  (3)  trustees, 
with  nominations  being  made  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The 
regular  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  (3)  years  with  one- 
third  of  the  number  elected  each  year.     Having  served  as  a  trus- 
tee during  the  previous  term  or  terms  will  not  disqualify  for 
re-election. 

The  trustees  of  the  Association  shall  have  power  to  hold  title 
to,  buy,   sell,  lease,  convey  and  receive  gifts  of  property,  both 
real  and  personal,  for  the  Association  in  accord  with  instruc- 
tions of  the  Association  and/or  the  Associational  Executive  Com- 
mittee . 

18.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.     The  Executive  Committee  shall  con- 
sist of  the  pastor  and  one  elected  member  of  each  affiliated 
church,  and  all  general  associational  officers. 

19.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL.     The  purpose  of  the  Associa- 
tional Council  is  to  assist  the  Association  in  co-ordinating 
the  action  of  the  various  Associational  educational  organiza- 
tions such  as  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music 
Director,  the  Associational  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  all 
other  professional  staff  members  shall  be  members  of  the  Associ- 
ational Council.     The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Associational  Council.     The  group  shall  elect 
one  of  its  members  to  serve  as  a  recorder  to  report  proceedings 
of  the  council  meetings. 

Some  of  the  tasks  of  the  Associational  Council  are: 

1.  Providing  for  Christian  fellowship  among  churches; 

2.  Conducting  church  projects  for  groups  of  churches;  and 

3.  Providing  leadership  training. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  Rules  of  Order 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  punctually  each  day  at  the 
hour  appointed,  and  on  appearance  of  a  quorum,  the  moderator 
shall  call  for  correction  and  additions  to  the  published  minutes 
and  call  for  approval  of  the  published  minutes. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  decide  all 
questions  on  points  of  order,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal  to 
his  decision  from  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  not  participate  in  debate  except  in 
points  of  order,  or  until  he  shall  have  called  another  member  to 
the  chair. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  vote  only  in  the  case  of  a  tie  vote. 

5.  Members  in  debate,  or  in  rising  to  make  a  motion,  shall 
address  the  Moderator. 

6.  When  two  or  more  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Moderator 
shall  designate  the  person  first  to  occupy  the  floor. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  put  to  the  Association  by  the  Moderator 
unless  it  receives  a  second. 

8.  The  preceding  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  publicly  on  the 
first  day  of  each  session. 

9.  For  any  questions  beyond  the  scope  of  the  above  rules,  the 
Association  shall  be  governed  by  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER. 
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ARTICLE  X  -  Quorums 


SECTION  I.     ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETING 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  twenty-five  percent   (25%)  of  the 
churches  presenting  letters  of  report  at  the  Annual  Associational 
Meeting. 

SECTION  2.     EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  representatives  from  at  least  five 
(5)  churches  which  presented  letters  of  report  to  the  Annual 
Association. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  Amendments 

This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  the  annual 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers 
present.     These  changes  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  planning  for 
and  carrying  out  of  the  next  annual  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 
TO  THE 

SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONS 

The  Bicentennial  of  the  American  Revolution  is  here,  and 
churches  across  the  country  are  planning  how  they  will  partici- 
pate in  this  great  celebration. 

The  Am.erican  Bible  Society  can  help  them,  as  it  has  in  the 
past.     The  ABS  (born  in  I816)  grew  up  with  the  new  nation  and 
made  sure  that  its  citizens  had  copies  of  God's  Word  to  guide 
them. 

Today  the  goal  of  the  ABS  is  the  same — the  translation, 
publication  and  distribution  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  language 
of  the  people,  without  doctrinal  note  or  comment  and  without 
profit.     As  a  vital  resource  agency  to  the  churches,  the  ABS 
works  with  the  United  Bible  Societies  to  provide  the  Scriptures 
to  people  throughout  the  world.     The  number  of  Scriptures  dis- 
tributed annually  runs  into  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  copies 
and  continues  to  increase. 

Here  are  highlights  of  what  the  ABS  and  its  partners  did  in 
1975. 

Translation  and  Publication  Update 

A  milestone  in  the  development  of  the  common  language  trans- 
lation will  be  reached  late  in  1976,  when  The  Good  News  Bible, 
the  entire  Bible  in  Today's  English  Version,  is  published.  To 
be  released  during  the  l60th  anniversary  year  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  this  translation  will  be  the  Society's  Bicenten- 
nial gift  to  the  people  of  the  United  States. 
Scripture  Distribution 

Scripture  distribution  in  the  United  States  during  1975 
reached  a  total  of  109,469,781  copies,  an  increase  of  11,181,000 
over  1974. 

An  unusual  opportunity  for  distribution  of  Scripture  arose 
with  the  start  of  America's  Freedom  Tx^ain  on  a  21  month,  17,000 
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mile  journey  around  the  U.S.     At  stops  along  the  way,  friends 
of  the  Bible  Society  presented  copies  of  Scripture  to  the  city's 
leading  citizens  as  well  as  to  visitors. 
Scripture  Imprints 

Custom  and  imprinted  Scriptures  constitute  a  significant 
part  of  the  Society's  national  distribution  program.  Requested 
especially  by  individuals  and  church  organizations,  these  Scrip- 
tures are  circulated  in  a  variety  of  life  situations,  including 
sports  events,  state  and  county  fairs  and  programs  of  evange- 
listic outreach.     Of  the  8.5  million  Scripture  Imprints  produced 
by  the  ABS  in  1975,  2,259,000  copies  were  imprinted  for  Southern 
Baptist  churches  and  agencies. 
Vietnamese  Refugees 

Answering  requests  of  church  groups  working  in  the  Viet- 
namese refugee  centers,  the  ABS  printed  two  Scripture  Selections 
in  Vietnamese  on  the  theme  of  hope.     Copies  of  Today's  English 
Version  of  the  New  Testament  were  also  distributed  as  an  aid  in 
teaching  the  refugees  English. 

ABS  Service  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 

The  Bible  Society  is  assisting  the  missionary  activities  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

Brazil's  literacy  organization,  MOBRAL,  considers  the  Good 
News  for  New  Readers  Selections  to  be  the  best  available  material 
for  its  students.     In  Hong  Kong,  churches  launched  a  campaign  to 
place  a  copy  of  Scripture  in  each  home;  the  Bible  Society  aided 
this  effort  by  publishing  copies  of  Mark  in  Today's  Chinese 
Version.     In  Kenya,  the  Kimeru  people  and  the  Ekegusii  people, 
among  others,  received  up-to-date  translations  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment . 

Financial  Support 

For  the  American  Bible  Society,  1975  was  a  year  of  our- 
standing  developments,  but  inflation  continues  to  hamper  progress. 
United  Bible  Societies  projects  in  many  countries  have  had  to  be 
postponed . 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Bible  Societies  pledged 
$11.2  million  for  the  support  of  its  worldwide  program  in  1976, 
but  more  funds  are  needed  for  the  continuation  of  the  Societies' 
vital  work.     The  ABS,  therefore,  must  ask  for  increased  support 
from  the  churches. 

Contributions  from  churches  in  1975  increased  9.^  per  cent 
over  last  year  to  a  total  of  $1,453,920.     For  this  the  American 
Bible  Society  is  very  grateful.     Nearly  l6.5  per  cent  of  the 
total  contributions  is  represented  by  the  support  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  a  slight  decrease  from  the  previous  year,  as 
shown  below: 

1970  $233,185  1973  $253,857 

1971  240,249  1974  254,802 

1972  233.752  1975  238,554 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  can  help  the  Bible  cause  by 
raising  its  level  of  support  to  $.03  per  member  per  year.  This 
increase  of  just  $.01  over  the  present  level  would  provide 
$350,000  helping  the  Society  significantly  in  pursuing  today's 
expanded  opportunities  for  sharing  the  Word,  and  fostering  growth 
in  ABS  programs,  particularly  in  the  Good  News  For  New  Readers 
program. 

We  ask  for  your  continued  prayers,  that  the  Bible  Society, 
in  partnership  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  other 
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willing  Christians,  may  perform  even  more  effectively  its  task 
of  bringing  the  Word  of  God  to  those  who  ask  for  it  and  need  it.

1976  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 
Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 

Southern  Baptist  churches  depend  on  the  Annuity  Board  to 
provide  retirement  and  insurance  protection  to  pastors  and 
others  in  church-related  vocations. 

The  Board  holds  in  trust  retirement  contributions  from 
nearly  40,000  persons.     Their  contributions  will  be  converted 
into  annuity  benefits  when  they  retire. 

These  contributions,  taken  together,  are  considered  as  funds 
held  in  trust  by  the  Annuity  Board.     They  now  amount  to 
$401,135,261.     While  this  appears  to  be  a  great  deal  of  money, 
this  must  be  divided  among  the  40,000  future  annuitants  and 
serve  their  lifetime,  post-retirement  needs. 

Darold  H.  Morgan,  president  of  the  Board,  described  1975 
as  "an  excellent  year  of  recovery,  growth,  and  optimism"  for  the 
agency.     Income  from  the  investment  of  funds  held  in  trust 
attained  a  one-year  record  of  $23,149,064. 

Benefits  paid  to  retirees,  widows,  and  the  disabled  in  1975 
amounted  to  $15,734,003.     During  the  Annuity  Board's  58  years  of 
existence,  it  has  paid  more  than  $l4l  million  in  retirement  and 
protection  benefits. 

A  13th  Check  issued  in  December,  1975,  provided  8,221  annui- 
tants with  an  extra  month's  income  to  help  them  combat  the 
rapidly  rising  cost  of  living.     The  combined  amount  of  this 
extra  benefit  came  to  $733,585-     It  is  called  the  13th  Check 
because  it  is  over  and  above  the  12  regular  monthly  payments. 

The  Annuity  Board  helps  churches  and  SBC  agencies  get  the 
best  coverage  at  the  most  advantageous  rates  in  life,  health, 
and  disability  insurance.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 
TO  THE 
ASSOCIATIONS  -  1976 

"Christian  stewardship"  is  a  phrase  frequently  heard  in  staff 
meetings  at  Baptist  Hospital.     The  hospital's  leadership  holds 
to  a  philosophy  of  administration  based  on  stewardship  and  tries 
to  pass  this  on  to  all  employees.     A  continuing  effort  is  made  to 
help  each  employee,  whatever  his  particular  job,  to  realize  that 
he  is  part  of  a  team  involved  in  a  Christian  ministry  of  healing. 
The  difference  this  makes  in  the  whole  atmosphere  of  the  hospital 
is  evident  to  patients  and  visitors. 

This  sense  of  stewardship  demands  a  continual  updating  and 
grading  of  medical  procedures  to  assure  patients  the  highest 
quality  care.     One  of  the  most  significant  recent  developments 
is  the  creation  of  a  department  of  Family  Medicine.     This  depart- 
ment provides  primary  health  care  for  a  limited  number  of  fami- 
lies, that  is,  the  kind  of  all-round,  on-going  health  care 
normally  provided  by  a  family  physician.     At  the  same  time  the 
department  offers  training  in  family  medicine  for  physicians 
who  will  enter  this  field  of  practice.     This  will  help  to  balance 
the  trend  of  recent  years  toward  increased  specialization  in  the 
practice  of  medicine. 

Many  of  the  physicians  training  in  family  medicine  are 
receiving  part  of  their  clinical  experience  in  small  towns  and 
rural  communities  under  the  auspices  of  the  Area  Health  Education 
Centers  (AHEC),  created  by  the  State  legislature.     It  is  believed 
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and  hoped  that  some  of  them  will  choose  to  remain  in  these  areas 
for  their  permanent  practice. 

Improvement  of  physical  facilities  is  another  expression  of 
the  hospital's  sense  of  stewardship.     In  recent  months  renovation 
of  the  west  and  south  wings  of  the  hospital  has  been  completed; 
construction  has  been  completed  on  an  addition  to  the  water- 
chilling  facilities;  construction  has  begun  on  a  4-level  parking 
deck  in  front  of  Reynolds  Tower  which  will  provide  approximately 
800  parking  spaces  for  visitors;  and  construction  has  begun  on  a 
new  building  to  house  the  new  department  of  Family  Medicine. 

The  Pastoral  Care  Department  continues  to  make  its  contri- 
butions toward  the  fulfillment  of  our  stewardship.     A  chaplain  is 
assigned  to  each  area  of  the  hospital  and  is  responsible  for 
providing  a  pastoral  ministry  to  patients,  staff  and  visitors  in 
that  area.     There  are  capacity  enrollments  in  all  phases  of  the 
Clinical  Pastoral  Education  programs.     A  third  satellite  has 
opened  in  Morganton  during  the  past  year. 

Mother's  Day  gifts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  were 
$403,9^6,52,  compared  to  a  total  of  $390,000  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year. 

The  Mother's  Day  Offering  gives  us  all  the  opportunity  for 
giving  medical  care  and  attention  to  so  many  who  are  so  sadly 
lacking  these  days  in  our  communities  and  families.

1976  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

The  Old  Testament  prophet  Hosea  declared,   "My  people  are 
destroyed  for  lack  of  knowledge."     Because  of  a  great  information 
void  concerning  truth,  Jeremiah  also  cried  out,   "Publish  and 
conceal  not." 

Just  as  in  Old  Testament  days,  communication  still  remains 
one  of  the  most  sensitive  problems  in  our  churches.     Think  for  a 
moment — how  many  problems  has  your  church  had  that  could  be 
traced  to  a  lack  of  communication?    Too  many  church  members  are 
misled  because  they  are  uninformed,  poorly  informed,  or  misin- 
formed.    Churches  must  take  initiative  to  provide  accurate  infor- 
mation if  work  in  the  local  church,  association,  and  convention 
continue  to  show  progress. 

Each  year  more  churches  understand  the  importance  of  pro- 
viding the  RECORDER  for  each  family.     When  this  is  done,  members 
become  more  responsive  because  they  are  better  informed.  Baptists 
have  made  encouraging  progress  in  recent  years  through  bold 
mission  enterprises  and  this  can  be  traced  to  better-informed 
church  members.     Stewardship  gains  also  go  hand  in  hand  with 
better  communications.     As  an  example,  79  of  the  80  churches 
which  led  their  associations  in  per  capita  mission  gifts  last 
year  have  a  RECORDER  club. 

Each  church  needs  to  look  at  its  budget  carefully  and  then 
make  provision  to  send  the  RECORDER  to  each  family.  Although 
nearly  1,100  churches  in  the  state  have  the  RECORDER  in  the  bud- 
get, at  least  500  more  churches  should  take  this  step.  Such 
action  could  be  the  difference  between  mediocrity  and  greatness 
in  your  church. 

W.  A.  Criswell,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Dallas, 
Tex.,  urges  all  Baptists  to  "stay  with  the  state  paper.  Increase 
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its  circulation.     Send  it  to  the  homes  of  all  pe'ople.  The 
reward  will  be  great." 

Louie  D.  Newton  of  Georgia  who  has  done  more  than  any  other 
person  to  interpret  the  value  of  Baptist  state  papers,  said, 
"The  investment  any  church  can  make  in  furthering  the  Kingdom  of 
God  is  to  put  the  Baptist  state  paper  in  the  homes  of  the  member- 
ship.    These  papers  are  the  packhorses  of  every  phase  of  denomi- 
national life. 

If  this  "packhorse",  meaning  the  RECORDER,  is  not  going  to 
every  family  in  your  church,  may  this  be  the  year  that  you  take 
this  step.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INCORPORATED 

1976 

The  variety  of  services  provided  by  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  of  North  Carolina  have  been  increased  greatly  in  recent 
years.     Western  North  Carolina  has  shared  in  this  expansion  made 
possible  by  the  generosity  of  our  Baptist  people  and  other 
friends  of  the  dependent  child. 

Western  North  Carolina  has  provided  many  of  our  finest  fos- 
ter homes  since  the  beginning  of  this  program  in  the  1930 's. 
This  continues  to  be  one  of  our  finest  services.     We  are  con- 
stantly in  need  of  more  good  foster  homes  and  will  welcome  an 
opportunity  to  talk  with  people  who  would  like  to  work  with  us 
in  this  program. 

The  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville,  opened  in  1970,  became  the 
first  agency-owned  group  facility  in  Western  North  Carolina. 
This  has  proved  to  be  a  much-needed  and  well-received  service. 
Girls  have  been  served  from  throughout  North  Carolina  and  beyond. 
It  is  recongnized  for  its  quality  of  care  and  Christian  concern. 

After  several  years  of  careful  planning,  generous  giving, 
and  hard  work,  Broyhill  Home  became  a  reality  in  1971.  People 
in  the  western  part  of  the  state  rose  to  the  challenge  and  pro- 
vided funds  to  purchase  land  and  develop  a  campus  with  buildings 
and  facilities  for  sixty  children.     This  is  one  of  the  most 
modern  up-to-date  facilities  of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 

Many  children  find  themselves  in  emergency  situations  in 
which  they  need  help  immediately.     To  serve  this  child  we  are 
developing  emergency  care  homes.     The  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter 
at  Forest  City,  now  in  its  second  year  of  operation,  is  proving 
beneficial  to  numbers  of  children  in  this  area. 

The  department  of  Child  Development  and  Family  Education 
is  available  to  assist  pastors  and  churches  in  planning  and  pre- 
senting wider  services  to  strengthen,  enrich,  and  support  Chris- 
tian family  life.     Members  of  the  staff  are  available  upon  call 
to  provide  assistance  in  planning  for  day  care,  family  education, 
and  related  interests. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  at  the  Homes  for  every  expression  of 
interest  and  means  of  support  provided  by  our  people.  Special 
gifts,  income  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering  are  vital  to  our  existence.     We  thank  you  for 
every  expression  of  your  faith  and  confidence.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  main  purpose  for  the  organization  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  was  primarily  to  establish  a  Baptist  College.  In 
1834,  four  years  after  the  convention  began.  Wake  Forest  Insti- 
tute was  opened.     Later  it  became  Wake  Forest  College  and  then 
Wake  Forest  University.     Today  six  other  colleges  join  Wake 
Forest  to  form  the  Christian  educational  system  of  Baptists  in 
North  Carolina:     Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill, 
Meredith,  and  Wingate.     Since  19^^  the  schools  have  been  guided 
in  their  development  by  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education 
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of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

There  is  a  partnership  between  the  Baptist  schools  and  the 
churches.     This  is  expressed  several  ways.     First,  the  Father's 
Day  Offering  goes  to  the  schools  as  well  as  a  portion  of  the 
cooperative  program.     Second,  many  of  our  church  leaders  in 
North  Carolina  receive  training  at  one  of  these  schools.  Third, 
the  pastors  furnish  the  schools  names  of  high  school  students  who 
might  be  prospective  college  students.     Fourth,  qualified  stu- 
dents are  not  turned  away  for  financial  reasons  and  receive  some 
kind  of  assistance  from  the  school.     Fifth,  the  schools  are  pre- 
pared to  send  representatives,   students,  or  faculty,  to  lead 
services,  speak,  etc. 

Of  the  fifty-three  (53)  schools  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, North  Carolina's  seven  Baptist  colleges  have  15^  of  the 
total  enrollment.     Baptist  colleges  are  committed  to  the  guidance 
of  Christian  values  in  the  search  for  truth.     Believing  that  God 
is  the  source  of  all  knowledge  and  wisdom.  Baptist  colleges  can 
urge  students  to  search  for  truth  in  all  areas  of  knowledge  with- 
out fear. 

The  Baptist  Colleges  are  grateful  for  the  support  churches 
give  through  the  Co-operative  Program.     The  colleges  in  turn 
reaffirm  faith  in  the  local  church  and  the  programs  of  our  de- 
nomination .

1976  REPORT  OF  THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COUNCIL 

The  emphasis  of  the  Christian  Life  Council  in  1976  has  been 
twofold:     citizenship  and  family  relationships. 

In  January,  a  bicentennial  packet  was  mailed  to  every  North 
Carolina  Baptist  pastor.     In  addition,  a  number  of  sermons  and 
(Conferences  have  dealt  with  Christian  Citizenship.     Six  tracts 
on  citizenship  were  written  and  printed  and  are  available  for 
local  church  use. 

A  major  concern  for  the  Christian  home  has  prompted  the 
Council  to  distribute  over  150,000  pieces  of  literature  relative 
to  the  family.     Over  a  hundred  sermons  on  the  home  were  preached 
and  a  number  of  conferences  were  conducted. 

A  Workshop  for  Youth  Ministers  was  co-sponsored  with  the 
Youth  Ministries  Section. 

A  Single  Adult  Conference  is  scheduled  for  October  29-31  in 
Charlotte . 

One  of  the  most  exciting  developments  is  the  creation  of  the 
Department  of  Christian  Family  Life.     W.  Douglas  Cole  will  head 
this  Department  which  will  be  a  part  of  the  Christian  Life 
Council . 

The  Council  continues  to  serve  as  a  research,  resource  and 
referral  agency  for  North  Carolina  Baptists  regarding  applied 
Christianity.     Dozens  of  requests  are  received  and  answered 
from  Baptists  pertaining  to  everyday  life  situations. 

The  Christian  Life  Council's  reason  for  existence  centers 
on  the  concept  of  helping  those  who  call  Him  "Lord,  Lord"  to 
know  and  do  His  commandments.

ASSOCIATIONAL  STEWARDSHIP 
AND 

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

The  faithful  stewardship  of  individual  Christians  and  the 
missionary  vision  of  our  churches,  expressed  through  their 
support  of  the  Cooperative  Program  enables  Southern  Baptists 
to  maintain    a  growing  World  Missions  Program.     The  stewardship 
theme  for  this  year  is  "Bold  Believers  in  Giving."     Through  the 
Cooperative  Program  we  demonstrate  our  mission  commitment. 

For  the  Christian,  commitment  to  the  task  that  Jesus  set 
forth  involves  a  total  way  of  life.     This  may  be  referred  to  as 
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Christian  life  style.     One  man  said  that  as  he  turned  his  life 
over  to  the  lordship  of  Christ  and  discovered  the  demands  of 
discipleship ,  he  suddenly  realized  that  his  house,  his  posses- 
sions, and  his  occupational  skills  belonged  to  Christ  literally, 
and  that  they  were  to  be  used  in  trust  to  accomplish  Christ's 
mission. 

For  the  church,  commitment  to  the  bold  mission  task  calls 
for  a  specific  life  style.     Churches  are  stewards,  too.  The 
church  must  demonstrate  a  commitment  to  the  mission  task  in  the 
use  of  all  possessions  if  it  is  to  be  true  to  the  command  of 
Jesus.     Every  church  is  challenged  to  increase  annually  the 
percentage  of  its  income  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
Churches  should  consider  prayerfully  the  15  percentage  increase 
suggested  by  the  state  convention  for  Cooperative  Program  and  the 
increase  suggested  by  the  association  for  associational  minis- 
tries . 

Last  year,  1126  churches  increased  their  gifts  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  by  15%  or  more,  and  4  associations  in  our 
state  had  100  percent  of  their  churches  giving  through  the  Coop- 
erative Program. 

WE  RECOMMEND: 

1.  That  a  stewardship  chairman  be  elected  in  every  church  in 
our  association. 

2.  That  a  stewardship  conference  or  Stewardship  Decision  Night 
be  held  for  interested  churches  in  order  to  make  available 
to  them  guidance  materials  for  use  in  their  stewardship 
program. 

3.  That  every  church  conduct  a  stewardship  emphasis  this  year. 

4.  Every  church  in  the  association  giving  something  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  for  world  mission  support,  every  month. 

5.  Every  church  in  the  association  increasing  the  percentage  of 
the  total  budget  income  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program 

6.  Every  church  in  the  association  giving  the  suggested  amount 
for  the  support  of  associational  missions,  every  month. 

7.  Have  a  special  prayer  for  some  Cooperative  Program  ministry 
during  every  service  in  each  church  during  the  month  of 
October.

EVANGELISM  REPORT  -  1976 

All  churches  have  already  received  the  booklet:  GROWTH 
EVANGELISM:     An  Evangelism  Planning  Calendar  for  Pastors  of 
Churches  -  1976-77>     It  contains  suggestions  for  various  evang e - 
lism  emphasis  for  the  local  church  for  the  coming  new  year 
including  C.A.R.E.  Revivals  for  1977.     The  pastor  and  leaders  of 
each  church  are  encouraged  to  outline  definite  evangelism  plans 
with  adults  and  youth  during  1976-77- 

There  was  an  overflow  in  attendance  of  more  than  2,600  pas- 
tors and  lay  persons  at  fhe  30th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference 
at  the  Civic  Center  Auditorium,  Asheville  -  February  2-4,  1976. 
The  theme  was  "Freedom  in  Christ".     The  response  from  many  per- 
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sons  indicated  that  this  conference  was  one  of  the  best  in 
several  years. 

Lay  persons  and  pastors  continue  to  respond  to  the  emphasis 
on  lay  witness  training  through  Lay  Evangelism  Schools.  During 
the  past        years,  14,284  youth  and  adults  have  participated  in 
those  schools  from  1,150  churches  and  62  associations.  During 
the  last  evenings  of  the  62  weeks  of  schools  there  have  been  896 
professions  of  faith  made  by  youth  and  adults  in  their  homes. 

About  525  youth  and  adults  attended  the  Youth  Ministry 
Week  -  June  l4-l8  -  at  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  with 
the  emphasis  on  youth  evangelism,  vocational  guidance,  and  rec- 
reation.    Fifty-three  different  types  of  decision  for  Christ  were 
made  by  youth. 

12,000  youth,  pastors,  and  adult  leaders  are  expected  to 
attend  the  6th  Statewide  Youth  Evangelism  Night  -  August  13  -  at 
the  Greensboro  Coliseum.     Barry  Wood  of  Lubbock,  Texas,  is  the 
guest  preacher,  and  Larry  McFadden  of  Gainesville,  Florida,  is 
the  guest  soloist.     Follow-up  work  by  pastors  and  adults  is 
always  done  with  youth  who  make  decisions  from  communities  across 
our  state. 

Two  summer  youth  evangelism  teams  are  directing  youth 
revivals  and  youth  witness  training  in  eighteen  churches  across 
the  state  for  a  one  week  period  in  each  church.     Already  there 
has  been  an  excellent  response  and  youth  are  making  decisions 
for  Christ. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  is  continuing  to  cooperate  with 
the  Brotherhood  Department  in  Lay  Renewal  Weekends  and  Ministry 
Evangelism  Weekends. 

A  new  area  of  work  will  be  Youth  Evangelism  Strategy  with 
an  emphasis  on  four  phases:     Leadership  Family;  Touch  Ministry; 
Discipleship  Groups;  and  Joy  Explosion.     W.O.W.  -  Win  Our  World  - 
is  included  in  this  strategy  and  involves  specific  witness 
training  for  youth. 

Good  Reports  have  been  received  on  evangelism  clinics  in 
associations,  revival  meetings  and  city-wide  crusades  during  the 
past  months. 

The  31st  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  Februay  7- 
9,  1977,  at  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium  in  Greensboro. 

The  Truett  Association  is  having  a  lay  Evangelism  School  in 
July  as  a  result  of  the  planning  of  the  Association  in  the  area 
of  Evangelism. 

The  number  of  Baptisms  reported:     63_;  churches  sending  in 
letters:  271. 

Let  us  pray  and  work  toward  a  greater  year  in  Evangelism 
this  year.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Truett  Association  met  twice 
during  this  associational  year. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  at  Mt .  Liberty  Baptist  Church, 
Oct.  27,  19?5.     Items  of  business  were  as  follows:     New  busi- 
ness concerned  the  present  rented  office  space  in  which  the 
association  rents  from  Mr.  Virgil  O'Dell.     Mr.  O'Dell  has  agreed 
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to  sell  to  the  association  at  a  reasonable  price,  the  present 
building  and  lot,  which  includes  the  parking  area  in  front  of 
the  office.     The  Property  Committee  Chairman,  Jim  Carringer, 
gave  his  report  and  the  total  amount  in  the  building  fund  was 
797.     Mr.   Carringer,  representing  the  Building  Committee,  gave 
their  recommendation  to  purchase  this  building  at  the  price 
quoted  by  Mr.  O'Dell,  $20,000.     An  amount  of  $1,000  is  to  be 
paid  down  and  monthly  payments  would  be  $95.     An  interest  charge 
would  be  one  percent.     After  much  discussion  on  this  matter, 
the  motion  was  made  by  Rev.  Joseph  Reese,  seconded  by  Rev.  Bill 
Smith,  and  carried,  that  the  association  purchase  this  building 
for  the  price  previously  quoted.     It  was  decided  that  the  trus- 
tees of  the  association  would  be  appointed  to  draw  up  the  con- 
tract and  proper  deed.     Rev.  Mike  Bellinger  made  a  motion  that 
200  be  taken  out  of  the  associational  treasury  to  pay  the 
amount  to  make  the  $1,000  down  payment.     The  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried. 

The  next  business  concerned  the  Tornado  Fund.     Miss  Addie 
Mae  Cooke  made  a  motion  that  the  $769.65  in  this  fund  be  trans- 
ferred to  an  emergency  fund  to  be  used  in  such  a  time  as  needed. 
The  Missions  Committee  would  be  in  charge  of  disbursement  of 
funds.     The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  next  meeting  was  also  held  at  Mr.  Liberty  Baptist 
Church,  May  24,  1976.     The  new  business  was  as  follows: 

The  approval  of  three  church  loans.  They  are  Sweetwater, 
Marble  Springs,  and  Ebenezer.  Motions  were  made,  recommended, 
and  carried  that  these  loans  be  approved  by  the  association. 

The  next  item  concerned  repairs  to  the  associational 
office.     The  Building  Committee  recommends  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee several  things  in  regard  to  repairs  and  renovating  of  the 
back  portion  of  the  building  and  the  front  of  the  building.  The 
motion  to  accept  this  recommendation  was  made,  seconded,  and 
approved. 

Gene  Martin  proposed  to  give  1.6  acres  of  land  in  the  heart 
of  Peachtree  Community  to  the  Association  Center.     This  was 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  deal  has  been  made 
and  a  committee  has  been  elected  to  plan  this.

In  the  past,  there  have  been  many  questions  about  the  "School 
for  Preachers":     Fruitland  Bible  Institute. 

Contrary  to  some  beliefs  about  attending  Fruitland,  you  do 
not  have  to  be  a  High  School  Graduate.     You  may  attend  Fruitland 
if  you  only  have  a  3rd  or  4th  grade  education.  No  previous  edu- 
cation level  is  set. 

Also,  there  is  no  age  limit  set  at  the  Bible  Institute.  So, 
no  matter' what  age  you  are  when  God  calls  you  into  the  ministry, 
you  still  may  attend  Fruitland. 

Your  finances  can  also  be  met  if  they  need  to  be.  There  is 
pastoral  aid  and  work  scholarships  which  are  both  approved  by  the 
V.A.  and  the  G.I.  Bill. 

If  you  are  pastoring  a  church  and  want  to  attend  Fruitland, 
there  are  scholarships  available  through  the  Association  that 
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can  help  you  financially.     Fruitland's  classes  are  also  arranged 
especially  for  pastors.     Classes  start  on  Tuesday  mornings  and 
end  on  Friday  afternoon,  in  case  driving  should  be  a  problem. 
Other  than  attending  classes,  you  will  probably  have  a  job  on 
campus  and  will  be  living  in  one  of  Fruitlands  Dorms. 

Fruitland's  curriculum  provides  training  in  the  Bible, 
Evangelism,  preaching  and  other  areas  of  religious  education. 
It  is  located  near  Hendersonville ,  North  Carolina. 

Fruitland  is  a  very  conservative  school  and  I  urge  anyone 
interested  in  attending  the  institute  to  please  contact  me:

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Your  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  have,  in  the  past  year, 
completed  25  years  of  growth  and  development.  These  have  been 
good  years,  filled  with  the  abundant  blessings  and  goodness  of 
the  Lord.  He  has  brought  us  from  one  Home,  in  March  of  1951, 
to  five  Homes  and  an  excellent  Nursing  Facility,  from  one  resi- 
dent to  230  residents  and  patients.  Hundreds  have  been  minis- 
tered to  during  these  years,  many  lives  have  been  blessed,  and 
families  have  been  helped  immeasurably. 

The  past  year  has  been  of  special  excitement  and  enthusiasm 
as  we  entered  into  the  Fund-Raising  Effort  to  raise  $1,000,000 
for  the  construction  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home 
in  Asheville.     In  September,  1975,  Brother  Ralph  Cannon,  beloved 
pastor,  and  Trustee  of  the  Homes,  was  called  by  the  Trustees  to 
serve  as  Director  of  Development  and  Denominational  Relations 
and  has  been  leading  the  fund  raising  program  for  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  in  a  remarkable  way.     He  reports 
that  the  response  from  our  Baptist  pastors  and  people  in  Western 
North  Carolina  has  been  most  encouraging,  and  that  there  is 
every  indication  that  we  will  reach  the  goal.     We  are  grateful 
not  only  to  those  in  Western  North  Carolina,  but  throughout  the 
State,  for  the  happy  and  successful  response  that  we  have  experi- 
enced thus  far  as  we  move  toward  making  this  additional  Home 
available  for  our  older  people  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots 
in  the  world. 

When  completed,  the  Western  North  Carolina  Home,  in  Ashe- 
ville, will  accommodate  50  people,  and  will  bring  the  total  capa- 
city of  our  Baptist  Homes  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  to  280.  We 
not  operate  five  other  Homes,  and  a  Nursing  Care  Unit — Resthaven, 
the  Hayes  Home,  the  Nursing  Care  Unit,  in  Winston-Salem;  the 
Albemarle  Home,  in  Albemarle;  the  Hamilton  Home,  in  Hamilton,  NC, 
the  Yanceyville  Home,  in  Yanceyville. 

In  these  Homes  the  best  of  care  is  given,  the  compassion 
and  love  of  Christ  shared  and  underscored.     The  love  gifts  of 
North  Carolina  Baptists  make  this  Christian  care  and  concern 
possible  through  two  very  vital  sources — the  Cooperative  Program, 
and  the  Special  Offering  for  the  Homes ^  received  on  the  third 
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Sunday  of  February  each  year.     Through  these  sources  more  than 
35%  of  the  Homes'  total  income  is  provided,  and  the  majority  of 
the  residents  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  care  are  supple- 
mented.    We  are  grateful  for  these  life-sustaining  gifts  and 
thank  every  North  Carolina  Baptist  who  makes  them  possible  I 
Gifts  this  year,  through  these  sources,  are  greater  than  ever 
before,  and  if  we  are  to  meet  the  overwhelming  needs  of  older 
people  in  our  midst,  we  must  double  and  triple  our  efforts,  both 
in  numbers  ministered  to,  and  in  support  of  them. 

Close  at  hand  is  another  venture  in  the  development  of  the 
Homes  which  we're  excited — the  building  of  apartments  on  the  site 
of  the  Hayes  Home  property  in  Winston-Salem.     The  first  of  these 
units  is  to  be  completed  by  the  fall  of  1977.     Those  interested 
in  this  phase  of  the  ministry  of  Baptist  Homes  may  contact  Bill 
Poole,  the  Executive  Director,  of  the  Homes  for  information. 

Great  things  are  in  store  for  us  in  our  Homes  for  the  Aging 
as  we  look  to  the  future,  and  we  covet  the  earnest  prayer  and 
the  continual  support  of  every  North  Carolina  Baptist  as  we  move 
ahead  in  this  challenging  ministry  to  older  people  in  our  midst.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I -NAME 

The  association  shall  be  called  the  Truett  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  CHURCH  AFFILIATION 

This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  churches  who  voluntarily  affiliate 
themselves  with  the  body.  Churches  shall  maintain  their  affiliation  by  presenting  a 
letter  of  report  to  the  annual  meeting.  Faith  and  practice  of  the  member  churches 
shall  harmonize  with  the  generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  churches  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Any  organized  church  applying  for  admission  to  the 
fellowship  of  the  association  or  presenting  a  letter  of  dismissal  and  recommendation 
from  another  like  organization  shall  be  received  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
association  for  one  year,  after  which,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Church  Affiliation 
Committee,  it  may  be  voted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association. 

SECTION  2.  GOVERNING  BODY  OF  THE  ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL 
MEETING 

The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  of  all 
affiliating  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of  affiliating  churches  who  are  not  active 
pastors,  and  three  (3)  messengers  from  each  church  for  the  first  hundred  (100) 
members  from  each  church  for  each  additional  (50)  members  or  fractional  part 
thereof,  with  a  maximum  of  ten  (10)  messengers  from  any  one  (1)  church.  Such 
messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  to  in  the  annual  letter  of  report  sent  by  the  church 
to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be 
extended  of  the  Association.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be  extended  at  the 
discretion  of  the  body  to  representatives  of  our  denominational  interests,  and  also  to 
ministers  and  members  of  other  Christian  organizations. 

ARTICLE  HI  -  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  in  the  week  following  the  first  Sunday  in 
August.  The  associational  year  shall  run  from  July  1  to  June  30.  Special  sessions 
may  be  called  by  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  the  Missions  Committee  as  need 
arises.  The  Executive  Committe  and/or  the  Missions  Committee  shaU  determine  the 
place  and  length  of  these  meetings. 

The  Associational  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  regular  meetings  in 
December  and  May  of  each  year,  and  call  meetings  when  necessary,  and  shall  be 
registered  as  the  association  AD  INTERIM. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  AUTHORITY 

This  Baptist  Association  is  a  self-determining  body  whose  authority  is  derived 
from  the  actions  of  the  messengers  elected  by  the  churches.  These  churches  have 
voluntarily  associated  and  have  established  organizations  for  Christian  fellowship 
and  cooperation  in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  This  Association  is 
dependent  on  the  churches  that  created  and  sustain  it,  and  it  is  autonomous  in

relation  to  other  Baptist  bodies.  This  Association  shall  in  no  case  control  or  direct 
the  churches  with  reference  to  their  own  government  of  internal  policy. 

ARTICLE  V  -  OBJECTIVES 

The  objectives  of  this  Association  are  designed  to  assist  the  churches  in 
majoring  upon  evangelism,  missions  and  stewardship  through  their  programs. 
Specifically,  the  objectives  of  the  Association  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of  Christ. 

2.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually,  and 
to  coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

3.  To  provide  such  programs,  projects,  and  organizations  as  will  strengthen  the 
churches  and  assist  them  in  achieving  their  objectives  and  goals. 

4.  To  encourage  support  by  every  church  for  the  mission  causes  of  the  Association, 
the  N.C.  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

SECTION  1.  OFFICERS 

The  general  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Mode- 
rater,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday 
School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
Director  of  Evangelism  and  Director  of  Music.  The  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall 
receive  compensation  as  provided  in  the  budget  each  year  for  services  rendered. 
Each  officer  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  church  presenting  a  letter  to  the 
Association. 

1.  MODERATOR.  The  Moderator  shaU  be  nominated  from  the  floor  of  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Moderator  shall  begin  his  duties  at  the  close 
of  the  following  meeting  in  which  he  is  elected  and  conclude  at  the  close  of  the 
following  annual  meeting.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  presiding  over  all  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association  as  a  body.  He  is  a  member  EX 
OFFICIO  of  all  committees.  He  shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  consecutive  terms  in  office. 

2.  VICE-MODERATOR.  The  Vice-Moderator  shaU  be  nominated  from  the  floor 
of  the  Annual  Association.  His  duties  shall  begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual 
meeting  in  which  he  is  elected  and  conclude  at  the  close  of  the  following  annual 
meeting.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  presiding  when  called  on 
by  the  Moderator.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  the 
Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 

3.  CLERK.  The  Clerk  shall  be  responsible  for  the  papers  and  documents 
committed  to  his  care.  He  shall  keep  correct  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  and  special  meetings  of  the  Association  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  meetings.  He  shall  prepare  the  same  for  publication.  He  shall 
preserve  a  file  of  these  minutes  which  shall  constitute  the  authentic  record,  of  this 
Association.  An  ASSISTANT  CLERK  shall  be  likewise  nominated  to  assist  the 
Clerk  in  carrying  out  these  duties  or  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  if  a  vacancy  occurs. 

4.  TREASURER.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  the  funds  of  this  Association 
and  distribute  the  same  in  accord  with  the  associational  budget  and  under  the 
authority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  make  regular  monthly  reports  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which 
report  shall  be  audited  and  published  in  the  associational  minutes. 
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An  ASSISTANT  TREASURER  shall  be  likewise  nominated  to  assist  the  Treasurer 
in  carrying  out  these  duties  or  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  if  a  vacancy  occurs. 

5.  DEPARTMENT  HEADS.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  and  Brotherhood  Director  are 
nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  their  respective  organizations  and  then 
become  a  part  of  the  Associational  Nominating  Committee.  Their  duties  are  defined 
in  current  promotional  literature  from  their  respective  State  and  Convention 
Departments.  Their  duties  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting  and 
conclude  at  the  close  of  the  following  Annual  Meeting. 

6.  OTHER  GENERAL  OFFICERS.  The  Historians,  Director  of  Evangelism, 
Director  of  Music,  and  other  general  officers  deemed  necessary,  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  carry  out  their  duties  as 
defined  in  current  promotional  literature  from  their  respective  State  or  Convention 
Departments. 

SECTION  2.  INSTITUTIONAL  AND  AGENCY  REPRESENTATIVES 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  one  person  from  each 
denominational  institution  and  agency  which  request  such  a  representative.  When 
elected,  they  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 
Their  function  shall  be  to  help  communicate  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  service 
for  individuals  and  churches  through  the  institution  or  agency  they  represent.  Such 
representatives  shall  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  persons  to  serve  as  contacts  in 
various  areas  of  our  Association  for  more  effective  communication.  These 
representatives  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  in  session. 

ARTICLE  Vn  -  EMPLOYED  PERSONNEL 

SECTION  1.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS  (ASSOCIATIONAL 
MISSIONARY) 

1.  TERMS  OF  EMPLOYMENT:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be 
I  sought  and  recommended  by  the  Missions  Committee  to  the  Associational  Executive 
j  Committee  for  election.  His  call  shall  be  an  indefinite  call.  His  salary,  moving 
I  expenses,  allowances,  etc.  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  current  budget  or 
adjustments  recommended  in  consultation  with  the  Associational  Finance  Com- 
mittee. Concerning  termination  of  employment,  his  resignation  shall  be  in  writing 
j  ^nd  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  least  thirty  days  before  it  is  to  take 
\  effect.  The  Executive  Committee  may  terminate  employment  by  Riving  notice  thirty 
I  days  in  advance.  In  case  of  such  termination  of  employment,  the  Association  shall 
\  continue  salary  and  allowance  for  an  additional  thirty  days  or  until  other 
j  employment  begins,  whichever  is  less. 

I         2.  RELATIONSHIPS:  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
j  the  Association  through  the  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association.  The  Chairman 
I  of  the  Missions  Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nominating 
i  Committee  and  presented  as  part  of  the  Nominating  Committee's  report  to  the 
I  Annual  Meeting.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be  expected  to  have  general 
supervision  of  the  personnel  and  program  of  the  Association  as  they  function  through 
the  associational  office.    He  will  work  primarily  with  the  Associational  General 
I  Officers  and  Associational  Committees. 
3.  DUTIES: 

A.  As  chief  administrative  office  of  the  Association,  his  duties  will  involve 
the  following: 
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(1)  Administer  all  policies  and  instructions  committed  to  him  by  the 
Association,  its  Executive  Committee,  and  the  Missions  Committee. 

(2)  Work  closely  with  the  associational  committees  and  officers  in  such  a 
way  as  to  help  each  group  determine  its  opportunities  and  objectives 
based  on  need  in  the  churches  and  procedures,  ways  and  means  of 
fulfillment  of  these  opportunities  and  objectives. 

(3)  Develop  annual  objectives,  measurable  goals,  and  correlate  work  of 
departments  and  committees  in  proposals  for  the  attainment  of  these 
goals  and  objectives. 

(4)  Serve  AS  EX  OFFICIO  member  of  aU  committees. 

(5)  Serve  as  purchasing  agent  for  office  equipment  and  supplies,  and 
keep  purchases  and  expenditures  within  the  budget. 

(6)  Communicate  to  State  and  Southern  Convention  agencies 
information  about  needs,  problems  and  potentialities  within  the 
Association,  and  to  interpret  to  churches  the  program  resources  and 
other  assistance  available  from  the  State  and  Southern  Convention 
agencies. 

B.  As  Counselor-Shepherd,  his  duties  will  involve: 

(1)  To  be  available  to  the  pastors  and  other  full-time  religious  workers  as 
a  Counselor  and  Shepherd. 

(2)  To  counsel  with  church  leaders  as  requested  with  reference  to 
programs  and  procedures  in  their  churches,  calling  a  pastor  or  other 
church  staff  member,  actual  or  threatened  breach  of  fellowship, 
church  objectivies,  church  policies,  assist  pastorless  churches,  assist 
pastors  and  others  in  counseling  those  who  are  called  into  church- 
•related  vocations.  . 

C.  As  a  visitor  in  churches,  he  shall: 

(1)  Visit  churches  by  invitation  of  the  pastor  or  other  church  leaders  to 
provide  specified  assistance  in  the  church  program  and  ministry, 
such  as  (a;  pulpit  supply,  (b)  study  courses,  (c)  missionary  address, 
(d)teaching^in  Sunday  School,  (e)  deacon's  meetings,  (f)  assembly 
programs,  (g)  special  day  address,  (h)  ordination  services,  (i)  VBS 
planning,  ( j)  to  interpret  some  phase  of  associational  work  (k)  budget 
planning,  (1)  building  planning,  (m)  revival  meetings  (not  to  exceed 
six  in  the  association  during  the  associational  year,  except  by 
permission  of  the  Executive  Committee),  (n)  stewardship  emphasis, 
(o)  studying  objectives  and  long  range  planning,  (p)  studying  and 
evaluating  procedures.  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  (q)  Church 
surveys,  etc. 

(2)  Visit  churches  on  his  own  initiative  for  worship.  Christian  fellowship, 
brief  interpretations,  etc. 

D.  As  Administrator  in  the  Association  office  his  duties  will  involve: 

(1)  Personal  correspondence  pertinent  to  and  incidental  to  his  work. 

(2)  Interpretative  and  promotional  mail  pertinent  to  and  incidental  to  his 
work. 

and  accidental  to  his  work.  This  is  to  include  at  least  a  monthly 
mail-out  newsletter. 

(3)  Telephoning  pertinent  to  and  incidental  to  his  work. 

(4)  Office  routing,  answer  of  inquiries,  etc. 
MISCELLANEOUS  CONDITIONS 

A.  He  shall  iniorm  the  Missions  Committee  in  advance  of  any  absence 
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from  the  field. 

B.  He  shall  be  permitted  to  serve  as  interim  pastor  by  invitation  of  any 
church  within  the  area  of  the  association  on  the  following  conditions:  (a) 
With  the  approval  of  the  Missions  Committee;  (b)  Services  with  one 
church  or  mission  may  not  exceed  two  months  consecutively;  (c)  interim 
pastorates  shall  always  be  secondary  to  his  prior  obligations . 

C.  He  may  attend,  at  the  Association's  expense,  the  State  and  Southern 
Baptist  Conventions,  and  other  assemblies  and  conferences  pertaining 
specifically  to  his  work  within  limits  provided  in  the  Association's  budget 

D.  He  may  take  14  days  annual  vacation,  but  time  to  be  determined  at  his 
own  discretion,  but  in  proper  relationship  to  t^e  work  in  general. 

E.  He  may  participate  in  the  S.B.C.  Annuity  Plan  and/or  Social  Security  on 
the  basis  provided  for  in  the  Association's  Budget. 

F.  A  maximum  of  four  weeks  (two  on  a  commuting  basis)  may  be  used  for 
revival  meetings.  Not  more  than  two  additional  weeks  may  be  used  for 
other  denominational  work  outside  the  Association. 

SECTION  2.  OTHER  EMPLOYED  PERSONNEL 

Other  personnel  may  be  employed  as  needed  by  the  Association  in  annual 
session  with  a  two-thirds  majority  vote.  These  personnel  must  come  as  a  joint 
recommendation  of  the  Finance  and  Mission  Committees. 

ARTICLE  Vm  -  COMMITTEES 

The  following  committees  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  and  will  give  written  reports  of  their  activities  and  work  at  the  following 
annual  meeting. 

1.  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS.  This  committee  shaU  be  composed  of 
five  (5)  members  nominated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  the  newly  elected 
Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  and  presented  during  the  last  session  of  the  annual 
meeting  for  election.  To  this  group  will  be  added  the  Chairman  of  the  Nominating 
Committees  of  the  Associational  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  Brotherhood,  and  Music  organizations. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  nominate  general  officers  of  the 
association  as  set  forth  in  Article  VI,  Section  2;  (2)  to  nominate  committees  and  their 
chairmen  as  set  forth  in  this  Article;  (3)  to  nominate  trustees  as  set  forth  in  this 
Article;  (4)  to  nominate  all  other  officers,  except  the  moderator  and  vice-moderator. 

2.  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.  This  committee  shaU  be 
composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions. 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  plan  and  present  the  proposed  order  of 
business  of  the  annual  meeting  and  recommend  any  changes  during  the  annual 
meeting. 

3.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed  of  the 
Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Women's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  the  current  general  board 
members.  Moderator  and  a  chairman  to  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee  as  to  missionary  needs  which  might  be 
best  met  by  and  through  cooperative  efforts;  (2)  to  carry  out  the  responsibilities  set 
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forth  in  Article  VII;  (3)  to  make  application  for  financial  assistance  for  the 
associational  program;  (4)  to  investigate  all  applications  for  pastoral  aid  from  the 
State  Convention  and  make  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

4.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed  of  four  (4)  members 
plus  the  associational  treasurer  and  the  current  General  Board  member. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  plan  and  present  the  proposed 
budget  to  the  annual  association;  (2)  to  study  and  recommend  any  necessary  budget 
changes  to  the  Executive  Committee  during  the  year,  (3)  to  publicize  and  promote 
the  annual  budget  in  the  churches. 

5.  CHURCH  AFFILIATION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed  of 
three  (3)  members  plus  the  Vice-Moderator. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to:  (1)  carry  out  the  provisions  of  Article 
II,  Section  1;  (2)  to  contact  churches  not  sending  a  letter  of  report  to  the  Association 
and  try  to  encourage  their  cooperation  in  doing  so.  This  committee  shall  render 
assistance  in  completing  the  letter  of  report  if  the  church  desires  assistance.  If  their 
desire  after  three  years  of  contact  is  not  to  continue  feUowship  with  the  Association 
the  names  of  those  churches  will  be  dropped  from  the  records  of  the  association. 

6.  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed  of  the  Moderator, 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director  and  Music 
Director. 

The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  plan  and  publish  an  annual 
associational  calendar  of  activities;  (2)  to  study  and  publicize  any  necessary  changes 
during  the  associational  year,  running  from  July  1  through  June  30  of  each  year. 

7.  STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE.  This 
committee  shaU  be  composed  of  at  least  three  (3)  members  and  more,  if  needed. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  plan  and  promote  stewardship  and 
missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  (2)  to  assist  individual  churches  in 
Stewardship  promotion  and  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

8.  RADIO  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shaU  be  composed  of  the  pastor  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Murphy,  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  two  other 
pastors. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shaU  be:  (1)  to  formulate  a  schedule  of  pastors  who 
volunteer  for  theTri-State  Baptist  Hour,  and  (2)  to  direct  any  other  radio  ministry 
available  to  the  Association. 

9.  TRUETT  CAMP  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed  of 
three  (3)  members  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  to  serve  for  a  three 
year  period  on  a  rotating  basis,  one  member  rotating  off  each  year  and  a  new 
member  being  nominated  in  his  place. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  serve  with  the  other  members  of 
Region  10  Camp  Committee. 

10.  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  AND  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  plan,  advise,  and  promote  the  work  of 
Seminary  Extension  in  our  Association. 

11.  CHILDREN'S  HOME  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shaU  be  composed  of 
three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  work  in  conjunction  with  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  in  promoting  the  support  of  these  homes. 
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12.  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Clerk  as  chairman,  the  Moderator,  Superintendent  of  Missions  and 
two  other  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  review  and  recommend  revision  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  as  needed  to  keep  them  applicable  and  up  to  date. 

13.  TIME  AND  PLACE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  recommend  to  the  Annual 
Association  a  time  and  place  for  the  next  Annual  Meeti  z  (2)  and  to  make  any 
necessary  changes  in  time  and  place  that  might  become  necessary. 

14.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three 
(3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:(l)  to  study  and  bring  a  recommendation 
to  the  body  of  the  Association  concerning  any  and  all  resolutions  originating  from 
the  floor  or  the  Moderator,  and  (2)  to  formulate  and  recommend  any  appropriate 
resolution. 

15.  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  serve  as  a  link  between  the 
churches  of  the  Association  and  all  State  and  Convention  publications,  and  (2)  to 
promote  the  use  of  said  literature  in  the  churches  and  assist  the  churches  in 
obtaining  such  literature. 

16.  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  ACTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  five  (5)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  serve  as  a  link  between  the 
Christian  Action  League  and  the  Association;  (2)  to  keep  abreast  of  current  social 
and  moral  issues,  to  prepare  and  present  written  statements  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  or  Executive  Committee,  and  upon  approval,  to  see  that  the 
statements  are  publicized  through  appropriate  communications  media;  and  (3)  to 
inform  the  Association  of  any  infractions  of  the  Principle  oi  church  and  state  and  to 
initiate  corrective  action  through  the  Association. 

17.  TRUSTEES.  The  Association  shall  elect  three  (3)  trustees,  with 
nominations  being  made  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  regular  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  (3)  years  with  one-third  of  the  number  elected  each  year.  Having 
served  as  a  trustee  during  the  previous  term  or  terms  will  not  disqualify  for 
re-election. 

The  trustees  of  the  Association  shall  have  power  to  hold  title  to,  buy,  sell,  lease, 
convey  and  receive  gifts  of  property,  both  real  and  personal,  for  the  Association  in 
accord  with  instructions  of  the  Association  and/or  the  Associational  Executive 
Committee. 

18.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
pastor  and  one  elected  member  of  each  affiliated  church,  and  all  general  associational 
officers. 

19.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL.  The  purpose  of  the  Associational 
Council  is  to  assist  the  Association  in  co-ordinating  the  action  of  the  various 
Associational  educational  organizations  such  as  the  Associational  Sunday  School 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music 
Director,  the  Associational  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  all  other  professional 
staff  members  shall  be  members  of  the  Associational  council.  The  Moderator  of  the 
Association  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Associational  Council.  The  group  shall 
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elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  as  a  recorder  to  report  proceedings  of  the  council 

meetings. 

Some  of  the  tasks  of  the  Associational  CouncO  are: 

1.  Providing  for  Christian  fellowship  among  churches; 

2.  Conducting  church  projects  for  groups  of  churches;  and 

3.  Providing  leadership  training. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  The  Association  shall  meet  punctually  each  day  at  the  hour  appointed,  and 
on  appearance  of  a  quorum,  the  moderator  shall  call  for  correction  and  additions  to 
the  published  minutes  and  call  for  approval  of  the  published  minutes. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  decide  all  questions  on  points  of 
order,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal  to  his  decision  from  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  not  participate  in  debate  except  in  points  of  order,  or 
until  he  shall  have  called  another  member  to  the  chair. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  not  participate  in  debate  except  in  points  of  order,  or 
until  he  shall  have  called  another  member  to  the  chair. 

4.  The  Moderator  shaU  vote  only  in  the  case  of  a  tie  vote. 

6.  Members  in  debate,  or  in  rising  to  make  a  motion,  shall  address  the 
Moderator. 

6.  When  two  or  more  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Moderator  shall  designate  the 
person  first  to  occupy  the  floor. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  put  to  the  Association  by  the  Moderator  unless  it 
receives  a  second. 

8.  The  preceding  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  publicly  on  the  first  day  of  each 
session. 

9.  For  any  questions  beyond  the  scope  of  the  above  rules,  the  Association 
shall  be  governed  by  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER. 

ARTICLE  X  -  QUORUMS 

SECTION  1.  ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETING 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  twenty-five  percent  of  the  churches  presenting 
letters  of  report  at  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting. 

SECTION  2.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  representatives  from  at  least  five  (5)  churches  which 
presented  letters  of  report  to  the  Annual  Association. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  the  annual  session  of  the 
Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present.  These  changes  shall  be 
incorporated  in  the  planning  for  and  carrying  out  of  the  next  annual  meeting.

The 
committee  recommends  that  the  building  of  the  new  associational  building  begin  just 
as  soon  as  funds  are  available.  Fred  also  brought  up  recommendation  that  as  a  part  of 
fund  raising,  individuals  in  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  give  $20.00  per  year  for 
the  next  five  years  to  go  in  the  building  fund  and  that  churches  consider  putting  a 
definite  amount  in  their  budget  for  the  next  five  years  over  and  above  the  donations 
given  to  the  building  fund.After  two  years,we  will  have  enough  money  to  build  the 
first  unit.  We  could  then  sell  the  present  office  building  in  Murphy.  Fred  asked  for 
discussion  on  the  matter.  A  motion  was  made  to  accept  this  report;  motion  seconded; 
discussion,  vote  taken;  motion  carried.  Fred  told  about  some  cards  he  has  available 
for  those  wishing  to  commit  themselves  to  give  $20.00  per  year  for  the  next  five 
years  or  whatever  amount  you  wish  to  give.  Asked  for  a  show  of  hands  for  those 
willing  to  help  in  this  way.  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  then  talked  about  bold  missions  and 
the  Bold  Missions  Task  Force  that  has  been  working  on  recommendations  they 
brought  before  the  Executive  Committee.

ANNUITY  1977  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 

New  Program  Highlights  Year 

In  1976,  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  recommended  a 
new  retirement  program  v/hich  was  approved  by  all  the  state  Baptist  Conventions. 
The  new  program  called  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program  will  go  into  effect 
January  1,  1978. 

Detailed  information  will  be  presented  to  churches  in  the  early  fall  with  a 
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ROUTE  10  promotional  theme,  according  to  Darold  H.  Morgan,  president  of  the 

Board. 

The  Board  paid  $17,138,343  in  benefits  to  11,925  widow,  retired  or  disabled 
members  in  1976.  During  its  59  years  of  service,  the  Board  has  paid  more  than  $158 
miihon  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits. 

A  13th  Check  amounting  to  one  month's  income  was  mailed  for  the  eleventh 
time  to  annuitants.  The  combined  amount  of  this  extra  benefit  came  to  $830,525. 

Most  members  benefit  from  a  decision  to  increase  the  interest  rate  for  figuring 
retirement  benefits.  Annuitants  began  receiving  larger  checks  as  of  January  1,  1977. 

For  almost  45,000  members,  the  Board  held  in  trust  funds  totaling  $472,218,669 
for  retirement  benefits  for  the  year  ending  1976. 

The  Annuity  Board  also  administers  life,  medical  and  disability  insurance 
programs,  which  reflected  increases  in  membership.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS--1977 

The  beautiful  stained  glass  window  in  the  front  of  Davis  Chapel  at  Baptist 
Hospital  has  three  large  panels,  each  depicting  an  aspect  .^^/^^^f,  ^  ^^^^^^^^^ 
heaUng,  teaching,  and  preaching.  The  window  serves  as  a  reminder  to  the  staff  that 
Baptist  Hospital  has  also  been  commissioned  to  this  three-told  task. 

The  hospital's  primary  task,  obviously,  is  healing  and  it  attempts  to  obtain  and 
use  the  best  personnel  and  equipment  available  for  the  healing  task.  The  medica 
staff  con' sts  of  competent,  dedicated  men  and  women  in  all  the  various  specialties  of 
m  di cine.  Persons  with  rare  and  complicated  medical  problems  a-  -fe^^^^^^^^^^ 
Baptist  Hospital  by  their  family  physicians  for  treatment.  L^st  ^-r  15^^^^^^^  -sits 
were  made  in  the  hospital's  Outpatient  Department  and  the  Bowman  Gray 
Seartment  of  Clinics.  There  were  22,365  admissions  to  the  hospital  for  a  total  of 
m942  patient  days.  These  patients  came  from  90  counties  m  North  Carolma,  from 
29  other  states  and  from  3  foreign  countries. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  also  involved  in  teaching.  In  cooperation  with  the  Bowman 
Gray  School  of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  University  it  helped  to  tram  'l^^  ^^^^^^^^^^^ 
last  year  for  careers  in  medicine  and  allied  health  fields.  In  addition,  there  were  87 
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graduate  students  in  the  basic  sciences.  The  hospital  also  provided  clinical  facilities 
for  483  student  nurses  from  3  nearby  schools  of  nursing  and  for  120  students  in  other 
allied  schools.  The  School  of  Pastoral  Care  last  year  enrolled  a  total  of  75  students  in 
various  levels  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education. 

The  hospital  also  has  a  preaching  ministry.  There  is  preaching  in  the  formal 
sense  at  least  four  times  a  week  in  the  worship  services  held  in  Davis  Chapel.  In  a 
less  formal  sense,  the  Christian  Gospel  is  proclaimed  daily  by  staff,  students, 
patients  and  others  who  witness  to  their  faith  in  word  and  deed. 

In  all  of  these  ministries.  Baptist  Hospital  is  mindful  of  its  Christian  heritage 
and  its  strong  tie  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  This  tie  is  maintained  and 
strengthened  through  the  services  of  capable,  dedicated  trustees  who  are  elected  by 
and  are  responsible  to  the  Convention.  The  tie  is  also  strengthened  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  $405,947  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering. 

Several  members  of  the  hospital  staff  have  assumed  active  roles  in 
denominational  life  at  the  association  level  and  the  state  convention  level,  as  well  as 
in  the  local  churches.  For  the  past  five  years  hospital  personnel  have  assisted  in 
Cooperative  Program  promotion  in  at  least  two  associations  each  year.  Staff 
members  are  pleased  to  do  everything  possible  to  strengthen  the  denominational  tie, 
believing  that  this  tie  adds  a  dimension  to  the  ministry  of  healing,  teaching  and 
preaching. 

Mother's  Day  gifts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1977,  were  $411,225.56 
compared  to  a  total  of  $405,946.52  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  Our  Association  gave 
$4,712.42  this  year  against  $4,006.67  last  year. 

The  Truett  Association  in  response  to  the  fulfillment  of  being  our  "brother's 
keeper"  and  the  act  of  "loving  our  neighbor",  render  vital  Christian  service  through 
our  Baptist  Hospital  Ministry  Mother's  Day  Offering.  We  must  continue  to  improve 
this  healing  ministery,  develop  greater  senstivity  and  concern  as  a  Church  for  needy 
people  who  face  the  grave  burdens  of  illness.

1977  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

What  is  perhaps  the  greatest  challenge  faced  in  all  the  history  of  Southern 
Baptists  is  before  our  people  for  the  remaining  23  years  of  the  20th  Century.  It  has 
been  called  "Bold  Missions  Thrust,"  and  the  success  of  the  venture  is  yet  to  be 
determined.  There  is  no  doubt  concerning  the  importance  or  the  motivation  for  the 
undertaking,  but  there  is  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the  motivating  message  will  be 
successfully  communicated  to  some  13  million  Southern  Baptists,  and  to  our  more 
than  34,000  churches.  Without  adequate  communication  channels,  the  program 
cannot  succeed. 

The  heart  of  the  program  is  to  evangelize  and  congregation alize  the  world's 
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population,  and  the  thrust  is  confronting  all  human  beings  everywhere  with  the 
gospel,  and  affording  them  the  opportunity  of  knowing  and  trusting  Christ  as 
Saviour,  and  then  leading  them  to  understanding  of  His  lordship. 

The  program  is  so  big.  and  the  challenge  so  great,  that  every  Baptist  must  be 
involved  to  make  it  successful.  Not  since  Jesus  presented  his  disciples  the  goal  of 
going  into  all  the  world  has  such  boldness  been  demonstrated. 

The  most  difficult  problems  faced  in  our  churches  are  related  to  communi- 
cations. When  people  are  uniformed,  poorly  informed,  or  misinformed,  they  get  into 
trouble.  When  they  know  what  is  taking  place  in  their  local  congregation  and  in  the 
denomination,  interest  is  generated  and  cooperation  results.  Openness  is  therefore 
important,  and  the  purpose  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  to  keep  Baptist  church 
members  informed  concerning  invovlement  in  their  denomination,  and  in  the 
Christian  world. 

In  light  of  developments  presently  underway  in  our  denomination,  it  is 
important  that  every  Baptist  church  member  in  N.C.  receive  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  weekly.  ^Already  more  than  1100  churches  in  our  state  are  providing 
through  their  budgets  for  the  RECORDER  to  go  to  aU  resident  families.  The 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  adopted  a  circulation  goal  of  eight  million  for  state 
papers  by  1980.  The  SBC  believes  that  every  Baptist  family  ought  to  be  receiving  its 
state  Baptist  paper.  RECORDER  circulation  approaches  120,000  but  should  be 
increase  in  the  immediate  future  to  150,000. 

If  your  church  is  not  sending  the  RECORDER  to  resident  families  at  the 
present  time,  arrangements  should  be  made  immediately  to  do  so  by  incorporating  it 
in  your  church  budget.  Costing  less  than  half  the  price  of  a  postage  stamp  per  issue, 
it  is  delivered  by  L\S.  mail  directly  to  your  home  address. 

The  RECORDER  dosen't  cost;  it  pays!  Your  church  wWl  be  a  healthier 
congregation  if  you  provide  the  RECORDER  for  your  resident  families.  It  is  the  most 
widely  read  piece  of  literature  received  by  North  CaroUna  Baptists.  No  investment 
pays  greater  dividends.

I  This  committee  elected  for  the  purpose  of  making  plans  for  developing  the 
Iproperty  at  Peachtree  has  met  and  is  now  making  plans  for  a  man  to  come  from  the 
iSunday  School  Board  in  Nashville  to  look  at  the  property  and  prepare  designs  for 
landscaping  and  building. 

The  committee  recommends  that  we  start  buflding  as  soon  as  funds  can  be 
made  available.  For  fund  raising  the  committee  recommends  that  individuals  of  the 
Truett  Assocaition  consider  the  possibility  of  giving  $20.00  per  year  for  the  next  five 
years  to  the  building  fund  and  that  the  churches  consider  putting  a  definite  amount 
in  their  budget  over  the  next  five  years,  over  and  above  Associational  Mission  giving 
for  the  building  fund. 
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We  now  have  $1,000  in  a  Savings  Account  as  a  reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
making  payments  on  the  office  building  in  Murphy  if  need  and  there  is  $315.00  in  the 
checking  account.  Plans  are  being  made  to  brick  the  front  of  the  present  "building 
which  will  take  some  added  funds.

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  WESTERN  AREA  -1977 

Baptists  of  North  Carolina  provide  a  ministry  of  love  and  care  to  children, 
young  people  and  their  families.  The  program  is  more  than  rooms  and  meals  and 
activities  and  recreation.  It's  more  than  buildings  and  grounds.  The  care  of  children 
is  missions. . .  .reaching  out  with  a  helping  hand;  it  is  evangelism.  .  .  .sharing  the  joy 
of  life  in  Christ;  it  is  love  and  affection.  .  .  .the  giving  of  hugs  and  kisses  and 

friendship;  it  is  education  teaching  an  appreciation  for  the  finer  things  in  life;  it  is 

restoration.  .  .  .enabling  families  to  function  again.  ? 

Campuses  at  Mills  Home,  Thomasville;  Kennedy  Home,  Kinston;  Odum  Home, 
Pembroke;  and  Broyhill  Home,  Waynesville-Clyde  continue  to  serve  as  centers  of 
service  and  operation  in  their  respective  areas  of  the  state. 

Foster  Home  Care  a  statewide  program  of  the  Homes,  is  vital  to  numbers  of 
children  neeamg  special  help.  Additional  foster  homes  are  needed  throughout  the 
state.  We  welcome  opportunities  to  talk  with  prospective  foster  parents  about  this 
area  of  service. 

The  Emergency  Shelter  at  Forest  City  is  meeting  a  critical  need  in  Western 
North  Carolina.  It  provides  a  ready  resource  for  children  who  need  help  immediately. 
During  a  period  of  one  to  ninety  days  responsible  planning  is  made  for  the  child's 
future. 

The  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville,  opened  in  1970,  has  proved  to  be  a 
much-needed  and  well-received  service.  More  than  three  hundred  girls  have  been 
served  from  throughout  North  Carolina  and  beyond.  It  is  recognized  for  its  quality  of 
care  and  Christian  concern. 

Social  Work  and  Family  Resource  Centers  enable  us  to  work  with  families  in 
providing  services  to  children,  lamiiy  rehabilitation,  family  education  and  preventive 
services.  These  Centers  are  located  at  Wayresville,  Asheville,  Charlotte,  Thomas- 
ville, Burlington,  Raleigh,  Kinston,  Fayetteville,  and  Pembroke. 
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The  Child  Development  Center  on  the  Mills  Home  Campus  at  Thomasville 
provides  a  demonstration  program  for  churches  who  are  interested  in  establishing 
services  for  preschool  age  children  in  nursey  school  education,  day  care  and 
kindgergarten.  We  welcome  opportunities  to  assist  churches  any  place  in  the  State 
who  want  to  develop  this  type  program. 

Members  of  our  staff  are  anxious  to  have  you  and  members  of  your  churches 
visit  Broyhill  Home.  To  see,  observe  and  to  feel  in  person  what  it  is  like  to  live  in  a 
children's  home  is  to  appreicate  our  child  care  ministry.  Thank  you  for  your 
dependable  support  in  numerous  ways.  It  shall  be  our  purpose  to  keep  this  a  dynamic 
ministry  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  whom  we  serve.

CHRISTIAN  ACTION  LEAGUE  REPORT 

The  N.C.  Christian  Action  League  has  been  engaged  in  a  two  pronged  attack  on 
the  moral  front  during  the  past  year.  A  real  effort  has  been  made  to  curb  the  flow  of 
pornography,  and  the  liquor-by-the-drink  issue  has  been  opposed  at  every  turn. 

In  the  legislative  program  of  the  League  a  questionaire  was  sent  to  each 
candidate  for  the  State  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  asking  for  views  on 
the  question  of  the  disemination  of  hard-core  pornographic  materials.  Another 
question  went  so  far  as  to  suggest  a  state-wide  vote  on  the  matter  of  regulating  and 
controlling  distribution  of  pornographic  materials. 

Senate  Bill  No.  539  was  introduced  by  Senator  I.  Beverly  Lake, Jr.  of  Wake 
County.  It  is  hoped  that  this  law  will  regulate  and  eventually  do  away  with  hard-core 
pornography  in  North  Carolina.  The  bill  was  amended  many  times,  but  the  strength 
of  the  Statute  remains  intact.  This  new  law  will  permit  the  solicitor  or  the  attorney 
general  to  proceed  against  pornography. 

Another  bill  has  been  enacted  that  will  prohibit  the  display  of  pornographic 
magazines  and  other  materials  on  racks  in  public  places  where  they  can  be  viewed  by 
minors.  Still  another  law  was  passed  that  will  make  it  illegal  to  use  minors  in  the 
production  of  pornographic  materials. 

The  effort  against  liquor-by-the-drink  began  before  the  election  of  Senators  and 
Representatives  last  year.  An  all  out  campaign  was  conducted  to  ascertain  the  views 
of  candidates  on  the  question  of  more  liberal  laws  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages.  Many  committed  themselves  to  oppose  any  such  legislation  and  became 
voting  members  of  the  1977  Assembly.  We  counted  heavily  upon  these  friends  to 
hold  the  line  against  the  encroachment  of  any  new  legislation  that  would 
merchandise  whiskey  like  apples  and  oranges,  and  no  such  legislation  was  passed 
during  1977  session. 

Senate  Bill  No.  735  was  introduced  in  May.  This  bill  would  have  given  a  vote  to 
any  country,  city  or  town  which  had  an  ABC  store  to  determine  if  liquor-by-the-drink 
sales  would  be  authorized.  The  bill  would  have  allowed  the  condition  of  such  sales  on 
top  of  "brown-bagging."  In  other  words,  a  restaurant  which  qualified,  could  have  had 
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both  types  of  permits.  This  would  have  given  North  Carolina  one  of  the  most  liberal 
systems  in  the  United  States.  Due  to  some  vote-swapping  to  revive  the  pornography 
bill,  this  measure  passed  the  Senate  by  a  24  to  23  vote.  The  proponents  of  the  bill, 
realizing  that  it  was  headed  for  defeat  in  the  House  by  at  least  15  votes,  made  a  last 
minute  move  which  sent  the  bill  back  to  the  House  ABC  Committee,  where  it  will 
await  next  year's  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

This  gives  us  time  to  organize  our  forces  and  to  make  contacts  with  our 
Representatives.  You  spoke  loud  and  clear  in  opposition  in  the  state-wide 
referendum  in  1973,  and  we  don't  believe  you  have  changed  your  minds.  You  are 
urged  to  contact  your  Representatives  and  either  encourage  him  in  opposition  to  the 
bill  or  request  his  support  for  the  defeat  of  Senate  Bill  No.  735. 

The  Christian  Action  League  appreciates  the  support  which  has  been  given  this 
past  year,  and  reminds  you  that  we  can  do  only  that  which  you  enable  us  to  do 
through  your  contributions.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  REPORT 

North  Carolina  Baptists  support  the  ministry  of  Christian  Higher  Education 
through  its  six  colleges  and  one  university  -  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb, 
Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Wingate,  and  Wake  Forest  University-of  which  the  1976-1977 
enrollment  was  13,733  and  the  1977  graduation  number  totaled  2,493. 

One  strong  emphasis  of  the  schools  is  preparing  persons  for  ministry  as 
pastors,  missionaries,  or  other  church  related  vocations.  In  1976,  there  were  846 
persons  preparing  for  these  areas. 

One  major  concern  of  the  colleges  is  to  recruit  more  Baptist  young  people. 
More  than  6,000  names  of  prospective  students  have  been  given  by  pastors  to  the 
colleges  in  1977  alone.  Students  have  been  sent  information  about  the  colleges  and 
the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education. 

Most  students  attending  a  Baptist  College  receive  some  type  of  financial 
assistance  made  possible  through  the  special  Father's  Day  offering.  Grants,  loans, 
and  work  scholarships  are  available  for  those  who  need  them. 

The  Baptist  colleges  continue  to  be  grateful  for  the  support  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  The  colleges  reaffirm  their  support  and  partnership  in 
missions  with  the  churches.  They  offer  services  of  the  faculty,  students,  and  other 
resources  to  make  Bold  Missions  a  vital  and  successful  ministry.

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1977  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
DIVISON  ON  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  AND  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 


The  Christian  Life  Council  majored  on  two  aspects  in  1977-the  family  and 
legislative  issues.  W.  Douglas  Cole  became  director  of  the  Christian  Family  Life 
Department,  January  1, 1977.  Under  his  leadership,  the  Council  sponsored  marriage 
enrichment  retreats,  minister-wife  retreats,  parenting  workshops,  conference  for 
engaged  couples,  sex-education  conference  and  prom.oted  the  National  Single  Adult 
Conference  at  Ridgecrest.  In  addition,  many  tracts  on  the  family  were  printed  and 
distributed  among  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

Since  the  General  Assembly  was  in  session  during  1977,  Ihe  Council  was 
involved  on  a  number  of  issues.  Some  of  the  issues  were  suggested  by  the  twenty 
persons  who  comprise  the  Council.  Some  of  the  legislative  concerns  were 
pornography,  liquor-by-the-drink,  capital  punishment,  Equal  Right  Amendment, 
chaplains  for  prisons,  etc. 

The  Council  also  sponsored  a  state-wide  workshop  on  death  and  dying, 
particularly  as  it  related  to  euthanasia  (easy  death)  or,  as  it  is  commonly  called, 
"mercy  killing." 

Numerous  calls  from  Baptists  for  help  on  social  issues  keep  being  received  and 
responded  to.  The  Council  attempts  to  provide  information  on  how  to  apply  one's 
Christian  faith  to  everyday  life. 

America  suffers  from  a  crisis  in  morality  and  integrity.  Only  as  Christian  live 
out  their  faith  will  a  lost  world  be  improved  and  changed.  To  that  end,  the  Christian 
Life  Council  is  dedicated. 

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE  REPORT 

With  serious  moral  issues  facing  us  on  every  hand,  Baptists  need  an  accurate 
and  comprehensive  source  of  information.  Secular  papers  cannot  meet  this  need. 
These  papers  cover  so  many  things, -sports,  society,  business,  obituaries,  entertain- 
ment, national  and  foreign  affairs,  to  mention  a  few.  All  too  often,  religion  is  found  on 
a  Saturday  Church  page-if  at  all. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  our  reliable  source  of  information,  keeping  us  informed 
on  issues  arising  in  our  State  Government,  as  well  as  national,  that  we  as  Christians 
need  to  know  about. 

Other  Christian  literature  available  to  us  is  graded  Sunday  School  and  VBS 
materials,  as  well  as  church  training  and  missions  materials. 

We  have  the  finest  in  a  Christian  Family  Magazine  "Home  Life"  and  added  just 
last  year,  a  new  magazine  for  Senior  Citizens  "Mature  Living."  Our  associational 
office  is  in  the  process  of  establishing  a  media  center  so  churches  and  individuals  can 
examine  literature  that  is  available,  which  will  be  similar  to  the  one  at  Mars  Hill 
where  all  kinds  of  literature  may  be  borrowed  to  read.

Will  you  lead  every  member  of  the  church  where  you  serve  to  give  a  tithe  or 
more  of  his  income  into  the  church  to  give  the  suggested  amount  to  the  Association 
plus  giving  from  10  per  cent  to  50  per  cent  of  church  receipts  through  the 
Cooperative  Program? 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  theme  for  this  year  is  "Bold  Missions".  "But 
you  shall  receive  power  when  the  Holy  Spirit  has  come  upon  you;  and  you  shall  be  my 
witnesses  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria  and  to  the  end  of  the  earth." 
This  command  of  Jesus  in  Acts  1:8  clearly  calls  for  boldness  on  the  part  of  His 
followers.   These  words  emphasize  our  commitment  to  missions  support.

ASSOCIATIONAL  EVANGELISM  REPORT-1977 

The  Pastor  s  Evangelism  Planbookl977-79;EVANGELIZING  AND  COmRE 
GATIONALIZING  has  already  been  sent  to  all  churches.  It  includes  various 
emphasis  on  The  Evangelistic  Church  on  Bold  Mission.  Additional  information  on 
this  theme  will  be  shared  with  pastors  and  church  leaders. 

"Bold  in  Creative  Witness"  was  the  theme  of  the  31st  Statewide  Evangelism 
Conference  at  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium,  Greensboro,  during  February  7-9, 
1977.  About  2,400  pastors  and  lay  persons  were  present  to  hear  the  challenging 
messages  of  the  evangelistic  speakers. 

Over  500  youth  and  adults  came  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  for  the 
Youth  Ministry  Week  -  June  13-17,  and  many  different  types  of  decisions  for  Christ 
were  made  public  by  youth.  The  emphasis  was  on  youth  evangelism,  vocational 
guidance,  and  recreation. 

About  12,000  youth,  pastors,  and  adult  leaders  are  planning  to  attend  the  7th 
Statewide  Youth  Evangelism  Night  -  August  19  -  at  the  Greensboro  Coliseum.  Jim 
Wilson  and  Larry  McFadden  of  Orlando,  Florida  were  the  guest  preacher  and  soloist. 
All  youth  who  make  decisions  for  Christ  are  contacted  by  pastors  and  adults  with 
regard  to  specific  follow-up  counseling. 

Thirty-six  churches  across  the  state  are  having  one  week  youth  revivals  and 
youth  witness  training  under  the  direction  of  four  Summer  Youth  Evangelism 
Teams.   Let  us  rejoice  in  all  the  decisions  for  Christ  made  by  youth. 

Excellent  reports  have  been  received  on  Lay  Renewal  Weekends  and  Ministry 
Evangelism  Weekends  in  various  churches.  The  Division  of  Evangelism  cooperates 
with  the  Brotherhood  Department  in  this  phase  of  the  work. 

Associations  and  churches  are  now  involved  in  the  Youth  Evangelism  Strategy 
which  includes  these  four  areas:  Leadership  Family;  Touch  Ministry;  Discipleship 
Groups;  and  Joy  Explosion.  W.O.W.  -  Win  Our  World  -  has  to  do  with  specific 
witness  training  for  youth  in  the  local  churches. 

Sixty-five  associations  have  participated  in  one  week  Lay  Evangelism  Schools 
in  recent  years  with  over  14,400  youth  and  adults  receiving  lay  witness  training  from 
1.175  churches.  More  lay  persons  need  to  become  involved  in  consistent  witnessing 
to  unsaved  individuals. 
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Several  thousand  persons  have  attended  evangelism  clinics  and  conferences 
held  in  associations  across  the  state.  Good  reports  on  revival  meetings  and  city-wide 
crusades  have  been  received. 

The  32nd  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  at  War  Memorial 
Auditorium,  Greensboro,  on  February  6-7,  1978. 

TheTruett  Association  voted  at  the  Executive  Committee  Meeting  to  have  an 
area  wide  crusade  in  1980.  This  would  be  with  the  participation  of  all  the  churches  in 
the  association  urged.  There  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  pastors  in  the  near  future  for 
the  purpose  of  selecting  a  speaker  and  laying  the  foundation  structure  for  this 
endeavor.

Creek  Baptist  Church  requested  pastorial  aid  of  $1500  per  year  for  their  pastor,  Rev. 
Johnny  Foster.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  apply  for  Shoal  Creek  Baptist 
Church's  pastorial  aid. 

Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  made  a  proposal  that  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  go  on 
record  that  everything  we  do  within  our  association  will  go  under  the  heading  of  Bold 
Missions.   Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  this  proposal. 

The  next  business  concerned  a  Secretarial  Telephone  Service.  Rev.  Fred 
Lunsford  explained  some  possibilities  of  a  Secretarial  Telephone  Service.  He 
explained  the  costs,  and  the  need  for  it  in  the  office.  The  cost  would  be  around 
$200.00  INCLUDING  THE  INSTALLMENT  COSTS.  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  buy  the  Secretarial  Telephone  Service  and  have  telephone  company 
install  it.   Vote  was  taken;  motion  carried. 

Also,  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  brought  to  Executive  Committee's  attention  that  the 
minute  books  of  the  association  will  cost  more  next  year.  There  was  discussion  as  to 
whether  the  churches  should  be  charged  more  than  $1.00  per  book  or  should  the 
treasury  of  the  association  absorb  the  difference  of  cost.  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  let  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  inform  churches  by  letter  next  year  as  to  amount 
needed  to  buy  minute  books  and  the  amount  of  increase  there  will  be  for  having  the 
books  processed.   Motion  carried. 

/Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  then  gave  a  small  Building  Fund  Report. 

Richard  Powers  asked  for  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  ask  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  for  $3,600.00  aid  next  year  for  Truett  Baptist  Association. 
A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  ask  Baptist  State  Convention  for  $3,600.00  aid 
next  year.     Vote  taken;  motion  carried. 

A  Women's  Missionary  Union  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Marie  Hendrix, 
director,  and  she  told  of  some  plans  for  upcoming  events. 

Thie  next  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  held  at  Marble  Springs  Baptist 
Church,  May  23,  1977. 
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The  council  of  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  brought  before  the  Executive 
Committee  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  To  have  an  associational  wide  crusade  in  1980  with  extensive  preparation 
beginning  now,  and  continuing  throughout  1977,  1978  and  1979.  This  would 
include  a  survey  of  this  area.  Discussion  of  an  evangelist  for  this  crusade  was 
held.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  let  the  pastors  of  the  association 
meet  and  decide  who  the  evangelist  will  be  for  the  crusade.  Motion  was  made 
and  seconded  to  accept  recommendation  #1.   Vote  taken;  motion  carried. 

2.  To  have  a  summer  student  missionary  come  to  work  in  resort  ministries  in 
conjunction  with  the  Baptist  Home  Mission  Board  and  State  Convention.  Our 
summer  missionary  will  be  Miss  Marsha  Gallion.  The  Truett  Baptist 
Association  will  be  responsible  for  her  travel  expenses  and  materials.  Some 
discussion  was  held  on  how  much  money  would  be  involved.  The  cost  will 
probably  be  around  four  or  five  hundred  dollars.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to 
accept  recommendation  #2.   Vote  taken;  motion  carried. 

3.  To  authorize  the  association  to  approach  churches  for  additional  funds 
needed  to  carry  out  the  summer  resort  ministry;  and  if  need  be,  to  use  money 
out  of  the  associational  budget,  if  available.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to 
accept  recommendation  #3.   Vote  taken;  motion  carried. 

4.  To  have  a  jail  ministry  in  Cherokee  and  Clay  Counties  and  to  authorize 
association  to  approach  churches  for  financial  assistance  in  jail  ministries,  and  if 
and  if  needed,  to  use  money  out  of  budget  of  association,  if  available.  Motion 
Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  recommendation  #4.  Vote  taken;  motion 
carried. 

5.  To  accept  the  following  goals  of  the  council: 

A.  To  double  our  giving  as  an  association  to 
the  cooperative  program  by  1980. 

B.  To  double  our  giving  to  associational  missions  by  1980. 

C.  To  triple  as  an  association,  our  baptisms  by  1980. 

D.  To  have  8,000  people  in  Sunday  School  in  our  association  by  1980, 
Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  recommendation  #5.  Vote  taken; 
Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Jerry  Palmer  gave  a  report  on  high  attendance  day  to  be  held  on  June  26. 
He  asked  for  an  increase  of  50  per  cent  in  Sunday  School  on  this  day. 

Mr.  Ed  LaFerry  and  Mr.  Richard  Powers  gave  some  insight  on  a  meeting  they 
attended  concerning  State  Missions  giving.  The  State  Convention  is  trying  to  raise 
$1,385,000.00.  The  offering  will  be  taken  September  18.  A  proposal  was  made  for 
the  Truett  Baptist  Association  to  set  a  goal  concerning  State  Missions  giving.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  set  as  a  goal  to 
give  $5,000.00  to  State  Missions  this  year.   Vote  taken;  motion  carried. 

A  recommendation  was  made  to  send  for  pastoral  aid  for  Bethel  Baptist  Church 
of  $1,500.00  per  year  to  help  support  their  pastor  and  his  wife.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Rondal 
Ford  as  they  attend  Fruitland  this  fall.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  this 
recommendation.   Vote  taken;  motion  carried. 
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A  recommendation  was  made  to  approve  a  church  loan  for  Maltby  Baptist 
Church.  The  loan  will  be  a  State  Loan  for  $10,000.00  and  will  be  used  to  build  a  new 
church.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  this  recommendation.  Vote 
taken;  motion  carried. 

There  was  some  discussion  about  the  World  Missions  Conference  to  be  held 
beginning  the  second  week  in  September  of  1979.  The  goal  is  for  30  churches  to 
participate.  Also,  the  Youth  World  Missions  Fair  to  be  held  in  July  of  1978  was 
discussed. 

Rev.  Kenneth  Crawford  spoke  about  needs  of  Truett  Camp  and  told  about  a  bill 
before  the  legislature  on  liquor-by-the-drink.  He  asked  that  people  write  the 
legislature  and  senators  concerning  this  matter.

Though  the  quality 
of  the  school  is  certified  by  the  state  of  N.  C,  it  will  never  seek  accreditation  as  a 
degree  granting  institution;  because  it  has  a  special  purpose  of  its  own. 

After  attending  these  Holy  grounds  for  six  months,  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  the 
best  school,  in  its  field,  throughout  the  South.  God  has  blessed  this  institute  with  not 
only  highly  qualified  teachers  and  directors,  but  most  important  of  all,  they  are  great 
spiritual  leaders  that  love  the  liord  and  his  word.  May  Gods  blessings  ever  remain 
on  this  his  people. 

Fruitland  Bible  Institute  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  N.C.,  as  a  department  in  the  Division  of  Mission  Ministries.  Please  let 
me  know  if  you  would  like  further  information.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION*  INC. 

I.  I.    Statement  of  Purpose 

The  establishment  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  as  an  agency  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  was  approved  in  1919  and  chartered 
in  1920.  The  objectives  of  this  agency  of  the  Convention  were  clearly  stated  in  its 
charter: 

"1.  To  promote  the  making  of  gifts... for  the  causes  and  objects  fostered  by 
the  members  of  the  missionary  Baptist  denomination  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  in  their  cooperative  undertakings,  and  to  provide  a  way  of 
securing  greater  uniformity  of  purposes,  powers,  and  duties  of  administra- 
tion in  the  management  and  distribution  of  the  gifts  so  made; 
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"2.  To  receive,  own,  hold,  administer,  and  distribute  gifts  of  any  kind. .  .to 
be  used  for  the  promotion  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  cause  in  general  or  any 
specified  object  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Denomination.  ,  ." 

The  Foundation  continues  to  strive  toward  fulfilling  the  objectives  in  its  charter. 
In  so  doing  it  will  serve  more  as  a  foundation,  as  foundations  are  presently 
defined.  As  trustee,  the  donor  or  benefactor  makes  decisions  relative  to  specific 
or  general  recipients  of  trust  income.  ■  . 

II.    Methods  Used 

There  are  three  prime  methods  now  utilized  through  which  gifts  of  possessions 
can  be  transferred  to  benefit  Baptist  endeavors.  The  most  frequently  used,  and 
the  source  of  most  assets  now  held  by  the  Foundation,  is  the  testamentary  gift. 
The  charitable  remainder  trust  has  proved  to  be  a  valuable  instrument  to 
encourage  lifetime  transfers  of  assets.  The  third  method  is  through  the  living 
charitable  trust. 

The  testamentary  gift  is  simply  the  transfer  from  an  estate  to  the  charitable 
cause  by  statement  in  a  will. 

There  are  a  variety  of  approved  methods  of  transferring  property,  securities,  or 
money  and  in  turn  receive  annuity  payments  for  life.  Many  of  the  annuity  trust 
instruments  meet  requirements  of  government  regulations  permitting  tax  relief 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  donor. 

An  outright  gift  of  assets,  where  income  or  principal  is  immediately  available  for 
charitable  causes,  provides  many  benefits  both  to  the  donor  and  to  the  ministry 
being  supported.  In  some  instances,  the  residual  estate  to  heirs  can  be  increased 
through  this  method  of  giving. 

Any  new  endowment,  as  administered  by  the  Foundation,  will  provide 
permanent  financial  assistance  to  our  institutions  as  well  as  the  total  Convention 
mission,  as  many  individuals  have  stated  upon  establishment  of  a  trust,  they 
feel  that  they  have  become  a  part  of  what  they  are  supporting.  One  Director  of 
Association  Missions  expressed  with  determination,  when  sharing  the 
Foundation  report  with  the  1975  Baptist  State  Convention,  "Through  our 
investment  in  the  Foundation  that  supports  the  Cooperative  Program 
permanently,  we  now  are  the  Cooperative  Program."

1977  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

The  past  year  in  your  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has  been 
one  of  the  fullest  and  most  exciting  in  the  twenty-six  years  that  the  Homes  have  been 
ministering! 
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Of  keenest  interest  was  the  ground-breaking  service  for  the  new  Western 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  on  the  Pearson  Estate  on  •  Richmond  Hill,  in 
Northwest  Asheville,  last  October,  when  more  than  a  thousand  people  from  our 
Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Churches,  as  well  as  many  others  throughout  the 
State,  were  present.  It  was  a  thrilling  moment  indeed  when  Trustees,  Staff,  and 
Residents  of  the  Homes,  Pastors,  and  other  Church  Leaders  latched  on  to  ropes, 
attached  to  a  huge  bulldozer,  pulled  together  and  helped  to  move  the  first  dirt  at  the 
site,  heralding  the  beginning  of  the  construction  of  your  sixth  Baptist  Home  for  the 
Aging. 

Construction  is  now  underway  for  this  lovely  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Home,  which  will  initially  accomodate  50  people. 

Another  exciting  venture  is  the  construction  of  four  duplex  apartments  at  the 
site  of  the  Hayes  Home  m  Winston-Salem.  These  apartments  will  care  for  16 
additional  persons  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  fall  of  1977.  66  more  people 
will  be  served  in  our  Baptist  Homes  family  in  the  next  two  years. 

Gifts  from  our  Baptist  people  have  been  very  encouraging  during  the  past  year 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  through  the  third  Sunday  of  February 
Offering.  These  sources  supply  35  per  cent  of  the  total  budget  of  the  Homes  and  are 
used  continually  to  supplement  the  care  of  the  majority  of  the  residents  who  cannot 
pay  their  full  cost  of  care.  They  are  love  gifts  indeed  and  are  a  life-line  for  those 
whose  needs  could  not  be  met  without  them. 

The  needs  of  older  persons  m  our  society  today  are  great  and  are 
overwhelming.  Plans  are  in  the  making  for  an  acclerated  ministry  in  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Homes  that  will  touch  an  ever  increasing  number  of  persons. 

These  plans  will  call  for  a  greater  concern  and  commitment  on  our  part  than 
ever  before.  The  future  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  is  as  bright  as  the 
promises  of  God,  and,  in  that  future,  the  Lord,  and  these  older  people  in  our  midst, 
will  be  looking  to  you  to  share  in  meeting  the  needs  as  we  reach  out  and  serve  more 
of  these  dear  ones  who  desperatley  need  help.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I-NAME 

The  association  shall  be  called  the  Truett  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II-MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  CHURCH  AFFILIATION 

This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  churches  who  voluntarily  affiliate 
themselves  with  the  body.  Churches  shall  maintain  their  affiliation  by 
presenting  a  letter  of  report  to  the  annual  meeting.  Faith  and  practice  of  the 
member  churches  shall  harmonize  with  the  generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith 
of  the  churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Any  organized  church 
applying  for  admission  to  the  fellowship  of  the  association  or  presenting  a  letter 
of  dismissal  and  recommendation  from  another  like  organization  shall  be 
received  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year,  after  which,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Church  Affiliation  Committee,  it  may  be  voted  into  full 
fellowship  of  the  association. 

SECTION  2.  GOVERNING  BODY  OF  THE  ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL 
MEETING 

The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors  of  all 
affiliating  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of  affiliating  churches  who  are  not 
active  pastors,  and  three  (3)  messengers  from  each  church  for  the  first  hundred 
(100)  members  from  each  church  for  each  additional  (50)  members  or 
fractional  part  thereof,  with  a  maximum  of  ten  (10)  messengers  from  any  one 
(1)  church.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  to  in  the  annual  letter  of 
report  sent  by  the  church  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The 
courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be  extended  of  the  Association.  The  courtesies  of 
the  floor  may  be  extended  at  the  discretion  of  the  body  to  representatives  of 
our  denominational  interests,  and  also  to  ministers  and  members  of  other 
Christian  organizations. 

ARTICLE  III-MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  in  the  week  following  the  first  Sunday  in 
August.  The  Associational  year  shall  run  from  July  1  to  June  30.  Special 
sessions  may  be  called  by  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  the  Missions 
Committee  as  need  arises.  The  Executive  Committee  and/or  the  Missions 
Committee  shall  determine  the  place  and  length  of  these  meetings. 

The  Associational  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  regular  meetings  in 
December  and  May  of  each  year,  and  call  meetings  when  necessary,  and  shall 
be  registered  as  the  association  AD  INTERIM, 

ARTICLE  IV-AUTHORITY 

This  Baptist  Association  is  a  self-determining  body  whose  authority  is 
derived  from  the  actions  of  the  messengers  elected  by  the  churches.  These 
churches  have  voluntarily  associated  and  have  established  organizations  for 
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Christian  fellowship  and  cooperation  in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom. 
This  Association  is  dependent  on  the  churches  that  created  and  sustain  it,  and  it 
is  autonomous  in  relation  to  other  Baptist  bodies.  This  Association  shall  in  no 
case  control  or  direct  the  churches  with  reference  to  their  own  government  of 
internal  policy. 

ARTICLE  V-OBJECTIVES 

The  objectives  of  this  Association  are  designed  to  assist  the  churches  in 
majoring  upon  evangelism,  missions  and  stewardship  through  their  programs. 
Specifically,  the  objectives  of  the  Association  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of 
Christ. 

2.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually, 
and  to  coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

3.  To  provide  such  programs,  projects,  and  organizations  as  will  strengthen  the 
churches  and  assist  them  in  achieving  their  objectives  and  goals. 

4.  To  encourage  support  by  every  church  for  the  mission  causes  of  the 
Association,  the  N.C.  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  VI-OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

SECTION  1.  OFFICERS 

The  general  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  Historian, 
Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  W.M.U.  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Director  of  Evangelism  and  Director  of  Music.  The 
Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall  receive  compensation  as  provided  in  the  budget  each 
year  for  services  rendered.  Each  officer  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of 
a  church  presenting  a  letter  to  the  Association. 

1 .  MODERATOR.  The  Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the  floor  of  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Moderator  shall  begin  his  duties  at  the 
close  of  the  following  meeting  in  which  he  is  elected  and  conclude  at  the  close  of 
the  following  annual  meeting.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  presiding  over  all 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Association  as  a  body.  He  is  a 
member  EX  OFFICIO  of  all  committees.  He  shall  be  limited  to  two  (2) 
consecutive  terms  in  office. 

2.  VICE-MODERATOR.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the 
floor  of  the  Annual  Association.  His  duties  shall  begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
annual  meeting  in  which  he  is  elected  and  conclude  at  the  close  of  the  following 
annual  meeting.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  presiding 
when  called  on  by  the  Moderator.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 

3.  CLERK.  The  Clerk  shall  be  responsible  for  the  papers  and  documents 
committed  to  his  care.  He  shall  keep  correct  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  Annual  Meeting  and  special  meetings  of  the  Association  and  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings.  He  shall  prepare  the  same  for 
publication.  He  shall  preserve  a  file  of  these  minutes  which  shall  constitute  the 
authentic  record  of  this  Association.  An  ASSISTANT  CLERK  shall  be  likewise 
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nominated  to  assist  the  Clerk  in  carrying  out  these  duties  or  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  if  a  vacancy  occurs. 

4.  TREASURER.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  the  funds  of  this  Associa- 
tion and  distribute  the  same  in  accord  with  the  associational  budget  and  under 
the  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  make  regular  monthly 
reports  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures,  which  report  shall  be  audited  and  published  in  the  associational 
minutes.  An  ASSISTANT  TREASURER  shall  be  likewise  nominated  to  assist 
the  Treasurer  in  carrying  out  these  duties  or  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  if  a 
vacancy  occurs. 

5.  DEPARTMENT  HEADS.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  and  Brotherhood  Director  are 
nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  their  respective  organizations  and 
then  become  a  part  of  the  Associational  Nominating  Committee.  Their  duties 
are  defined  in  current  promotional  literature  from  their  respective  State  and 
Convention  Departments.  Their  duties  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  conclude  at  the  close  of  the  following  Annual  Meeting. 

6.  OTHER  GENERAL  OFFICERS.  The  Historians,  Director  of  Evangelism, 
Director  of  Music,  and  other  general  officers  deemed  necessary,  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  carry  out 
their  duties  as  defined  in  current  promotional  literature  from  their  respective 
State  or  Convention  Departments. 

SECTION  2.  INSTITUTIONAL  AND  AGENCY  REPRESENTATIVES 

The  Associational  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  one  person  from 
each  denominational  institution  and  agency  which  request  such  a  representa- 
tive. When  elected,  they  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election.  Their  function  shall  be  to  help  communicate  the  needs  and 
opportunities  of  service  for  individuals  and  churches  through  the  institution  or 
agency  they  represent.  Such  representatives  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
selecting  persons  to  serve  as  contacts  in  various  areas  of  our  Association  for 
more  effective  communication.  These  representatives  shall  submit  an  annual 
report  to  the  Association  in  session. 

ARTICLE  VII-EMPLOYED  PERSONNEL 

SECTION  1.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS  (ASSOCIATIONAL 
MISSIONARY) 

1.  TERMS  OF  EMPLOYMENT:  The  Superientendent  of  Missions  shall  be 
sought  and  recommended  by  the  Missions  Committee  to  the  Associational 
Executive  Committee  for  election.  His  call  shall  be  an  indefinite  call.  His  salary, 
moving  expenses,  allowances,  etc.  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  current  budget 
or  adjustments  recommended  in  consultation  with  the  Associational  Finance 
Committee.  Concerning  termination  of  employment,  his  resignation  shall  be  in 
writing  and  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  least  thirty  days  before  it 
is  to  take  effect.  The  Executive  Committee  may  terminate  employment  by 
giving  notice  thirty  days  in  advance.  In  case  of  such  termination  of  employ- 
ment, the  Association  shall  continue  salary  and  allowance  for  an  additional 
thirty  days  or  until  other  employment  begins,  whichever  is  less. 

2.  RELATIONSHIPS:  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Association  through  the  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association.  The 
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Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational 
Nominating  Committee  and  presented  as  part  of  the  Nominating  Committee's 
report  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be 
expected  to  have  general  supervision  of  the  personnel  and  program  of  the 
Association  as  they  function  through  the  associational  office.  He  will  work 
primarily  with  the  Associational  General  Officers  and  Associational  Commit- 
tees. 

3.  DUTIES: 

A.  As  chief  administrative  office  of  the  Association,  his  duties  will  involve  the 
following: 

(1)  Administer  all  policies  and  instructions  committed  to  him  by  the 
Association,  its  Executive  Committee,  and  the  Missions  Committee. 

(2)  Work  closely  with  the  associational  committees  and  officers  in  such  a  way 
as  to  help  each  group  determine  its  opportunities  and  objectives  based  on  need 
in  the  churches  and  procedures,  ways  and  means  of  fulfillment  of  these 
opportunities  and  objectives. 

(3)  Develop  annual  objecdves,  measurable  goals,  and  correlate  work  of 
departments  and  committees  in  proposals  for  the  attainment  of  these  goals  and 
objectives. 

(4)  Serve  AS  EX  OFFICIO  member  of  all  committees. 

(5)  Serve  as  purchasing  agent  for  office  equipment  and  supplies,  and  keep 
purchases  and  expenditures  within  the  budget. 

(6)  Communicate  to  State  and  Southern  Convention  agencies  information 
about  needs,  problems  and  potentialities  within  the  Association,  and  to 
interpret  to  churches  the  program  resources  and  other  assistance  available 
from  the  State  and  Southern  Convention  agencies. 

B.  As  Counselor-Shepherd,  his  duties  will  involve: 

(1)  To  be  available  to  the  pastors  and  other  full-time  religious  workers  as  a 
Counselor  and  Shepherd. 

(2)  To  counsel  with  church  leaders  as  requested  with  reference  to  programs 
and  procedures  in  their  churches,  calling  a  pastor  or  other  church  staff 
member,  actual  or  threatened  breach  of  fellowship,  church  objectivies,  church 
policies,  assist  pastorless  churches,  assist  pastors  and  others  in  counseling  those 
who  are  called  into  church-related  vocations. 

C.  As  a  visitor  in  churches,  he  shall: 

(1)  Visit  churches  by  invitation  of  the  pastor  or  other  church  leaders  to 
provide  specified  assistance  in  the  church  program  and  ministry,  such  as  (a) 
pulpit  supply,  (b)  study  courses,  (c)  missionary  address,  (d)  teaching  in  Sunday 
School,  (e)  deacon's  meetings,  (f)  assembly  programs,  (g)  special  day  address, 
(h)  ordination  services,  (i)  VBS  planning,  (j)  to  interpret  some  phase  of 
associational  work  (k)  budget  planning,  (1)  building  planning,  (m)  revival 
meetings  (not  to  exceed  six  in  the  association  during  the  associational  year, 
except  by  permission  of  the  Executive  Committee),  (n)  stewardship  emphasis, 
(o)  studying  objectives  and  long  range  planning,  (p)  studying  and  evaluating 
procedures.  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  (q)  Church  surveys,  etc. 

(2)  Visit  churches  on  his  own  initiative  for  worship.  Christian  fellowship, 
brief  interpretations,  etc. 
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D.  As  Administrator  in  the  Association  office  his  duties  will  involve: 

(1)  Personal  correspondence  pertinent  to  and  incidental  to  his  work. 

(2)  Interpretative  and  promotional  mail  pertinent  to  and  incidental  to  his 
work. 

This  is  to  include  at  least  a  monthly  mail-out  newsletter. 

(3)  Telephoning  pertinent  to  and  incidental  to  his  work. 

(4)  Office  routing,  answer  of  inquiries,  etc. 
4.  MISCELLANEOUS  CONDITIONS 

A.  He  shall  inform  the  Missions  Committee  in  advance  of  any  absence  from 
the  field. 

B.  He  shall  be  permitted  to  serve  as  interim  pastor  by  invitation  of  any  church 
within  the  area  of  the  association  on  the  following  conditions:  (a)  With  the 
approval  of  the  Missions  Committee;  (b)  Services  with  one  church  or  mission 
may  not  exceed  two  months  consecutively;  (c)  interim  pastorates  shall  always  be 
secondary  to  his  prior  obiligations. 

C.  He  may  attend,  at  the  Association's  expense,  the  State  and  Southern 
Baptist  Conventions,  and  other  assemblies  and  conferences  pertaining  specifi- 
cally to  his  work  within  limits  provided  in  the  Association's  budget. 

D.  He  may  take  14  days  annual  vacation,  but  time  to  be  determined  at  his  own 
discretion,  but  in  proper  relationship  to  the  work  in  general. 

E.  He  may  participate  in  the  S.B.C  Annuity  Plan  and/or  Social  Security  on  the 
basis  provided  for  in  the  Association's  Budget. 

F.  A  maximum  of  four  weeks  (two  on  a  commuting  basis)may  be  used  for 
revival  meetings.  Not  more  than  two  additional  weeks  may  be  used  for  other 
denominational  work  outside  the  Association. 

SECTION  2.  OTHER  EMPLOYED  PERSONNEL 

Other  personnel  may  be  employed  as  needed  by  the  Association  in  annual 
session  with  a  two-thirds  majority  vote.  These  personnel  must  come  as  a  joint 
recommendation  of  the  Finance  and  Mission  Committees. 

ARTICLE  VIII-COMMITTEES 

The  following  committees  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  and  will  give  written  reports  of  their  activities  and  work  at  the 
following  annual  meeting. 

1 .  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  (5)  members  nominated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  the  newly 
elected  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  and  presented  during  the  last  session 
of  the  annual  meeting  for  election.  To  this  group  will  be  added  the  Chairman 
of  the  Nominating  Committees  of  the  Associational  Sunday  School,  Church 
Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brotherhood,  and  Music  organizations. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  nominate  general  officers  of  the 
association  as  set  forth  in  Article  VI,  Section  2;  (2)  to  nominate  committees  and 
their  chairmen  as  set  forth  in  this  Article;  (3)  to  nominate  trustees  as  set  forth  in 
this  Article;  (4)  to  nominate  all  other  officers,  except  the  moderator  and 
vice-moderator. 

2.  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions. 
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The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  plan  and  present  the  proposed  order 
of  business  of  the  annual  meeting  and  recommend  any  changes  during  the 
annual  meeting. 

3.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed  of  the  Associa- 
tional  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Women's  Missio- 
nary Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  the  current  general  board 
members.  Moderator  and  a  chairman  to  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee  as  to  missionary  needs  which 
might  be  best  met  by  and  through  cooperative  efforts;  (2)  to  carry  out  the 
responsibilities  set  forth  in  Article  VII;  (3)  to  make  application  for  financial 
assistance  for  the  associational  program;  (4)  to  investigate  all  applications  for 
pastoral  aid  from  the  State  Convention  and  make  appropriate  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed  of  four  (4) 
members  plus  the  associational  treasurer  and  the  current  General  Board 
member. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  (1)  to  plan  and  present  the  proposed 
budget  to  the  annual  association;  (2)  to  sutdy  and  recommend  any  necessary 
budget  changes  to  the  Executive  Committee  during  the  year,  (3)  to  publicize 
and  promote  the  annual  budget  in  the  churches. 

5.  CHURCH  AFFILIATION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed 
of  three  (3)  members  plus  the  Vice-Moderator. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to:  (1)  carry  out  the  provisions  of  Article 
I,  Section  1;  (2)  to  contact  churches  not  sending  a  letter  of  report  to  the 
Association  and  try  to  encourage  their  cooperation  in  doing  so.  This  committee 
shall  render  assistance  in  completing  the  letter  of  report  if  the  church  desires 
assistance.  If  their  desire  after  three  years  of  contact  is  not  to  continue 
fellowship  with  the  7\ssociation  the  names  of  those  churches  will  be  dropped 
from  the  records  of  the  association. 

6.  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  composed  of  the  Mod- 
erator, Superintendent  of  Missions,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director, 
Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director  and  Music  Director. 

The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  plan  and  publish  an  annual 
associational  calendar  of  activities;  (2)  to  study  and  publicize  any  necessary 
changes  during  the  associational  year,  running  from  July  1  through  June  30  of 
each  year. 

7.  STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE. 
This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  three  (3)  members  and  more,  if 
needed. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  plan  and  promote  stewardship 
and  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  (2)  to  assist  individual 
churches  in  Stewardship  promotion  and  missions  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

8.  RADIO  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Murphy,  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  two 
other  pastors. 
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The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  formulate  a  schedule  of  pastors 
who  volunteer  for  the  Tri-State  Baptist  Hour,  and  (2)  to  direct  any  other  radio 
ministry  available  to  the  Association. 

9.  TRUETT  CAMP  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  is  com- 
posed of  three  (3)  members  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  to  serve 
for  a  three-year  period  on  a  rotating  basis,  one  member  rotating  off  each  year 
and  a  new  member  being  nominated  in  his  place. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  serve  with  the  other  members  of 
Region  10  Camp  Committee. 

10.  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  AND  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  plan,  advise,  and  promote  the  work 
of  Seminary  Extension  in  our  Association. 

11.  CHILDREN'S  HOME  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  work  in  conjunction  with  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  in  promoting  the  support  of  these  homes. 

12.  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE.  This  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  the  Clerk  as  chairman,  the  Moderator,  Superintendent  of 
Missions  and  two  other  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  review  and  recommend  revision  of 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  as  needed  to  keep  them  applicable  and  up  to 
date. 

13.  TIME  AND  PLACE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  recommend  to  the  Annual 
Association  a  time  and  place  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  (2)  and  to  make  any 
necessary  changes  in  time  and  place  that  might  become  necessary. 

14.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  study  and  bring  a  recommenda- 
tion to  the  body  of  the  Association  concerning  any  and  all  resolutions 
originating  from  the  floor  or  the  Moderator,  and  (2)  to  formulate  and 
recommend  any  appropriate  resolution. 

15.  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  (3)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  serve  as  a  Hnk  between  the 
churches  of  the  Association  and  all  State  and  Convention  publications,  and  (2) 
to  promote  the  use  of  said  literature  in  the  churches  and  assist  the  churches  in 
obtaining  such  literature. 

16.  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  ACTION  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall 
be  composed  of  five  (5)  members. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (1)  to  serve  as  a  link  between  the 
Christian  Action  League  and  the  Association;  (2)  to  keep  abreast  of  current 
social  and  moral  issues,  to  prepare  and  present  written  statements  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  or  Executive  Committee,  and  upon  approval,  to  see 
that  the  statements  are  publicized  through  appropriate  communications 
media;  and  (3)  to  inform  the  Association  of  any  infractions  of  the  Principle  of 
church  and  state  and  to  initiate  corrective  action  through  the  Association. 
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17.  TRUSTEES.  The  Association  shall  elect  three  (3)  trustees,  with  nomina- 
tions being  made  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  regular  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  (3)  years  with  one-third  of  the  number  elected  each  year. 
Having  served  as  a  trustee  during  the  previous  term  or  terms  will  not  disqualify 
for  re-election. 

The  trustees  of  the  Association  shall  have  power  to  hold  title  to,  buy,  sell, 
lease,  convey  and  receive  gifts  of  property,  both  real  and  personal,  for  the 
Association  in  accord  with  instructions  of  the  Association  and/or  the  Associa- 
tional  Executive  Committee. 

18.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  pastor  and  one  elected  member  of  each  affiliated  church,  and  all  general 
associational  officers. 

19.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL.  The  purpose  of  the  Associational 
Council  is  to  assist  the  Association  in  co-ordinating  the  action  of  the  various 
Associational  educational  organizations  such  as  the  Associational  Sunday 
School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director,  Music  Director,  the  Associational  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  all 
other  professional  staff  members  shall  be  members  of  the  Associational 
Council.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Associational  Council.  The  group  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  as  a 
recorder  to  report  proceedings  of  the  council  meetings. 

Some  of  the  tasks  of  the  Associational  Council  are: 

1.  Providing  for  Christian  fellowship  among  churches; 

2.  Conducting  church  projects  for  groups  of  churches;  and 

3.  Providing  leadership  training. 


ARTICLE  IX-RULES  OF  ORDER 


1 .  The  Association  shall  meet  punctually  each  day  at  the  hour  appointed,  and 
on  appearance  of  a  quorum,  the  moderator  shall  call  for  correction  and 
additions  to  the  published  minutes  and  call  for  approval  of  the  published 
minutes. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  decide  all  questions  on  points  of 
order,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal  to  his  decision  from  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  not  participate  in  debate  except  in  points  of  order,  or 
until  he  shall  have  called  another  member  to  the  chair. 

4.  The  Moderator  shall  vote  only  in  the  case  of  a  tie  vote. 

5.  Members  in  debate,  or  in  rising  to  make  a  motion,  shall  address  the 
Moderator. 

6.  When  two  or  more  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Moderator  shall  designate  the 
person  first  to  occupy  the  floor. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  put  to  the  Association  by  the  Moderator  unless  it 
receives  a  second. 

8.  The  preceding  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  publicly  on  the  first  day  of 
each  session. 

9.  For  any  questions  beyond  the  scope  of  the  above  rules,  the  Association 
shall  be  governed  by  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER. 
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ARTICLE  X-QUORUMS 

SECTION  1.  ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETING 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  twenty-five  percent  of  the  churches  presenting 
letters  of  report  at  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting. 
SECTION  2.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  representatives  from  at  least  five  (5)  churches 
which  presented  letters  of  report  to  the  Annual  Association. 

ARTICLE  XI-AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  the  annual  session  of  the 
Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present.  These  changes  shall 
be  incorporated  in  the  planning  for  and  carrying  out  of  the  next  annual 
meeting.

First  Day-Sessions 


1.  The  Ninth  Annual  Session  of  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  opened  with 
the  hymn,  "I  Am  Thine,  O  Lord",  page  352  in  the  Baptist  Hymnal.  Was  led  by 
Rev.  Chester  Jones. 

2.  Welcome,  Scripture,  and  Prayer  was  given  by  Rev.  Joseph  Reese,  pastor  of 
host  church,  Peachtree  Memorial.  He  read  verses  from  John  3: 16-18,  Matthew 
19:20,  and  Mark's  Gospel. 

3.  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Associational  Moderator,  Rev.  J,  D.  Decker. 

4.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  all  messengers  present  and  those  to 
come  later,  be  seated.  Vote  taken;  motion  carried.  There  were  190  people 
present. 

5.  Recognition  of  all  visitors.  There  were  four  visitors  outside  of  the  Truett 
Baptist  Association. 

6.  All  pastors  were  introduced.  There  were  19  active  pastors  and  four  retired 
pastors. 

7.  A  Bold  Missions  Presentation  was  given  by  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford.  He 
explained  that  this  is  the  15th  Annual  Meeting  he  has  helped  to  prepare  for 
and  he  told  the  purpose  of  the  Book  of  Reports.  The  Building  Fund  Campaign 
cards  were  explained. 

8.  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  made  a  proposal  that  at  the  end  of  the  day,  we  vote  on 
all  reports  presented  during  the  day.

Mr.  Powers  presented  this  report  as  found  on  page  26  of  the  "Book  of 
Reports".  He  called  special  attention  to  the  section  telling  about  the  different 
task  forces  we  now  have.  Treasurer's  Report. ..Rev.  Fred  Lunsford.  Rev.  Lunsford 
presented  this  report  as  found  on  page  38  of  the  "Book  of  Reports".  Budget 
Finance  Report... Rev.  Chester  Jones.  Rev.  Jones  presented  this  report  as  found  on 
page  10  of  the  "Book  of  Reports".  He  called  special  attention  to  the  increase  in 
our  budget.  He  also  explained  the  increase  in  the  secretary's  salary.  Fred 
Lunsford  gave  more  insight  on  this.

The 
report  is  found  on  page  39  of  the  "Book  of  Reports".  He  told  about  some  of  the 
experiences  he  has  encountered  during  this  past  summer  at  the  camp.  Rev. 
Crawford  made  a  proposal  that  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  make  Truett 
Camp  in  Region  Ten  available  to  Haywood,  Buncombe,  and  Transylvania 
Counties.

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ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 


The  year  1977  was  one  of  contrasts  for  the  Annuity  Board.  While  the  Board 
grew  markedly  in  new  retirement  and  insurance  accounts,  investment  earnings 
suffered  due  to  poor  stock  market  performance. 

The  year  also  represented  a  period  of  strong  demands  which  resulted  from 
servicing  needs  of  new  accounts,  a  complex  asset  allocation  process,  im- 
plementation of  a  new  church  retirement  program  and  accounting  respon- 
sibilities of  new  investment  funds. 

Key  Statistics  in  1977  included: 

1.  A  permanent  8.33  percent  increase  in  most  annuitants'  checks.  The 
increase  was  retroactive  to  January  1. 

2.  A  total  of  $19,085,316  paid  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits. 
Insurance  benefits  through  church,  agency,  and  seminary  programs  exceeded 
|12  million. 

3.  The  enrollment  of  545  new  churches  in  the  basic  retirement  plan.  New 
pastors  and  church  employees  in  Plan  A  numbered  2,169  and  3,000  members 
upgraded  their  program. 

Plan  A  members  increased  from  27,598  in  1976  to  29,142  in  1977. 
Enrollment  in  Plan  B  rose  from  25,412  to  33,062,  but  Plan  C's  membership 
dipped  from  5,987  the  previous  year  to  4,885  for  the  year  ended. 

In  1977,  premium  income  totaled  $45,603,942 — including  relief.  Total 
assets  climbed  to  $498,977,661,  compared  with  $473,142,631  a  year  earlier.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS— 1978 

Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  find  ways  of  enlarging  and  improving  its  care 
of  patients. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Department  of  Family  Medicine  moved  into  new 
quarters.  It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  larger  area,  the  Family  Practice  Center 
will  provide  primary  health  care  for  more  than  5,000  families  by  1980.  Also,  the 
teaching  program  for  resident  physicians  in  Family  Medicine  will  increase  to  36 
positions  by  1980.  Many  of  these  physicians  are  expected  to  enter  family 
practice  in  North  Carolina. 

Other  improvements  in  patient  care  include  the  installation  of  a  whole-body 
scanner  and  the  opening  of  new  and  larger  facilities  for  the  Intensive  Care  and 
Intermediate  Nurseries.  The  body  scanner  is  particularly  useful  in  locating  and 
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defining  problems  such  as  tumors  in  the  chest,  abdomen  and  pelvic  areas;  in 
determining  the  spread  of  disease  from  one  organ  to  another;  and  visualizing 
aneurysms  in  the  abdomen.  The  new  nurseries  have  already  played  a 
significant  role  in  reducing  the  infant  death  rate  and  in  improving  the  chances 
of  premature  babies  growing  up  without  lasting  effects  from  earlier  medical 
problems. 

Creation  of  a  new  Department  of  Patient  Relations  and  the  employment  of  a 
full-time  director  has  also  helped  to  improve  the  quality  of  patient  care.  The 
primary  function  of  this  department  is  to  respond  to  specific  concerns  patients 
have  regarding  their  hospital  care  and  to  act  in  behalf  of  patients  and  their 
families  in  resolving  problems  and  meeting  needs. 

A  closed  circuit  television  system  will  soon  be  carrying  services  from  the 
hospital  chapel,  other  devotional  programs  and  educational  programs  to 
patient  rooms.  This  system  will  also  be  used  in  staff  education  programs.  The 
equipment  was  purchased  with  funds  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Olivia  Hall  who 
worked  for  Baptist  Hospital  for  nearly  a  half-century. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  to  make  a  significant  contribu- 
tion to  patient  care  as  well  as  in  clinical  pastoral  education,  counseling  and 
enrichment  events.  During  recent  months  the  department  has  begun  another 
satellite  center;  this  fourth  satellite  is  in  Charlotte  and  is  operated  in 
cooperation  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  In  April  of  this  year, 
the  Counseling  Center  received  accreditation  by  the  American  Association  of 
Pastoral  Counselors. 

In  recent  months,  the  Medical  Center  Challenge  Program  completed  a 
successful  fund  campaign,  over-subscribing  its  $18-million  goal.  The  final 
project  in  this  program  will  be  the  replacement  of  the  original  hospital 
building,  opened  in  1923,  with  a  new  Focus  Building  which  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  1980.

Does  the  RECORDER  pay?  A  few  weeks  ago  the  leading  50  churches  in  the 
state  in  Cooperative  Program  giving  were  listed  in  the  Biblical  Recorder. 
Everyone  of  them  has  a  RECORDER  club,  many  of  them  with  the  RECORDER 
in  the  budget. 

Then  there  was  a  list  of  the  churches  with  the  best  per  capita  giving  to  the 
Cooperative  Program.  Again,  49  out  of  50  of  these  churches  have  a  good 
RECORDER  club.  In  fact,  the  50th  church  had  a  club  up  until  recendy  and  you 
can  be  sure  the  folks  at  the  RECORDER  will  be  working  hard  to  see  that  the 
church  has  another  club  soon. 

All  of  this  is  strong  testimony  as  to  what  the  RECORDER  can  do  for  a  church. 
When  people  are  informed,  they  give.  When  people  are  informed,  they 
support  their  association  and  state  convention  work.  Everyone  wins  when  the 
RECORDER  goes  into  every  home. 
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As  of  this  date,  the  price  of  the  RECORDER  is  remaining  reasonable, 
especially  when  compared  to  the  cost  of  a  daily  paper.  A  church  can  still  send 
the  RECORDER  into  every  home  for  only  six  cents  a  week.  This  is  amazing  in 
view  of  the  continued  rise  in  the  cost  of  postage  and  paper,  both  of  which  went 
up  sharply  this  year.  If  your  church  has  plans  to  put  the  RECORDER  in  the 
budget,  it  should  do  so  this  year  and  thus  save  considerable  money. 

With  the  dripping  wet  news  media  in  North  Carolina,  our  Baptist  people 
must  depend  on  the  RECORDER  for  information  about  such  matters  as  liquor 
by  the  drink.  Even  though  it  passed  the  legislature  back  in  June,  local  option 
elections  must  be  held  before  any  city  or  county  can  vote  in  this  third  dimension 
in  drinking. 

Woodrow  W.  Hill,  assistant  editor  and  field  representative  for  the  past  seven 
years,  reached  retirement  age  this  past  year  but  has  agreed  to  continue  to  help 
the  RECORDER  in  associations  and  churches.  He  is  loved  by  people  all  over  the 
state  and  we  are  glad  that  he  will  continue  to  be  identified  with  the  RECORDER 
when  needed  for  special  assignments.

PROPERTY  DEVELOPMENT  &  PLANNING 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 

We  have  been  working  since  the  last  annual  meeting  in  keeping  with  the 
instructions  given  us  by  the  Association  concerning  the  development  of  the 
property  at  Peachtree  donated  to  the  Association  by  Mr.  Gene  Martin.  The 
Church  Building  Planning  Department  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  aided  us  by  Mr.  Gwenn  McCormick  coming  and  meeting  with  us 
and  offering  suggestions.  As  a  result  of  this  and  much  prayerful  deliberation 
we  have  come  up  with  some  recommendations  to  this  body.  They  are  as  follows: 

1.  We  recommend  that  we  build  the  building  as  designed  in  the  floor  plan 
drawn  for  us  by  the  Sunday  School  Board,  which  is  now  on  display. 

2.  We  recommend  that  this  building  be  of  brick  veneer  construction,  wood 
floor  with  carpet  and  gable  roof. 

3.  We  recommend  that  a  ground  breaking  ceremony  be  held  as  soon  as 
possible  after  this  annual  meeting,  and  that  landscaping  and  water  supply 
along  with  sewage  disposal  be  done  this  fall.  .  , 
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4.  We  further  recommend  that  construction  be  started  next  spring  with  a 
goal  for  completion  one  year  from  the  time  of  ground  breaking. 

5.  We  recommend  that  we  accept  Gene  Martin's  offer  to  furnish  a  temporary 
water  supply  from  his  well.  This,  of  course,  is  understood  that  at  any  time  that 
either  Gene  or  the  Association  sees  fit  to  change  it  will  be  done. 

6.  We  recommend  that  a  building  committee  of  9  people  along  with  a 
chairman  be  elected  in  the  November  Executive  Committee  Meeting  to  be  in 
charge  of  the  construction. 

The  Building  Fund  Offering  taken  this  year  has  produced  $7,725.15  from 
36  churches  of  the  66.  Others  will  be  receiving  offerings  later.  Several 
individuals  have  given-some  of  them  giving  on  the  $20.00  per  year  program. 
We  now  have  in  hand  a  total  of  $12,274.38

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 


The  programs,  Services  and  facilities  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina  are  being  utilized  v/ell  for  the  care  of  children  and  in  providing 
assistance  to  families  that  need  our  help.  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  other 
friends  continue  to  support  this  ministry  through  personal  involvement, 
prayer  and  financial  support.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Homes  to  provide  quality 
care  and  to  be  worthy  of  the  faith  and  confidence  of  our  many  friends  and 
supporters. 

Requests  are  coming  to  the  Homes  from  various  sections  of  the  state  for 
additional  community-based  services  (such  as,  emergency  care  and  group 
homes).  This  is  a  wholesome  trend  in  child  care.  Children  can  best  be  served 
and  families  strengthened  when  care  can  be  provided  reasonably  close  to  a 
child's  home.  Our  homes  have  been  moving  in  that  direction  for  several  years. 
We  will  respond  to  additional  requests  for  programs  and  services  as  financial 
resources  permit. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  reason  to  be  pleased  with  work  that  is  currently 
in  progress  in  western  North  Carolina.  Broyhill  Home,  foster  home  services, 
emergency  care  at  Forest  City,  maternity  care  in  Asheville,  programs  of  crisis 
intervention,  counseling  and  family  education  fill  a  particular  need  in  this  area 
of  our  State.  We  are  in  constant  need  of  well  qualified  staff.  This  is  particularly 
true  of  cottage  parents  and  foster  home  parents.  Join  us  in  prayer  that  God  will 
impress  upon  sufficient  numbers  of  prospective  workers  that  child  care  is  a 
Christian  vocation  and  that  it  affords  wonderful  opportunities  for  service. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  support  of  the  Children's  Homes  which  comes 
from  our  churches  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  special  gifts  and  the 
traditional  Thanksgiving  offering. 

The  forthcoming  Thanksgiving  offering  is  extremely  important.  This  will  be 
the  last  time  that  our  people  will  have  the  challenge  of  making  an  over-and- 
above  love  offering  to  the  Children's  Homes  at  Thanksgiving  time.  As  part  of 
the  Bold  Missions  thrust,  the  Thanksgiving  offering  for  the  Children's  Homes 
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in  1979  will  become  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Missions  offering 
to  be  received  each  September  thereafter.

Through  elected  trustees.  North  Carolina  Baptists  support  and  operate  6 
colleges  and  1  university:  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner- Webb,  Mars  Hill, 
Meredith,  Wingate,  and  Wake  Forest  University.  The  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  these  colleges  have  been  involved  together  since  1834.  These  schools  were 
begun  by  Baptists  who  felt  a  need  for  Christian  higher  education  and  since  then 
have  been  in  operation  for  a  total  of  129  years.  The  total  number  of  staff  and 
faculty  is  1,441.  The  fulltime  enrollment  during  the  1977-1978  school  year  was 
13,000  and  including  summer  school  and  special  students  was  19,000. 

Baptist  colleges  serve  Christ  and  Baptist  people  best  when  they  are  truest  to 
their  primary  mission,  Christian  education.  Christian  education  is  education 
under  Christian  auspices  for  Christian  ends.  Christian  education  is  Christianity 
operating  in  the  field  of  enlightment.  A  Christian  college  is  a  college  founded 
and  maintained  and  conducted  by  Christian  people  in  the  service  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

Because  Christians  affirm  the  doctrine  of  creation,  there  is  no  subject  of 
investigation  which  is  inappropriate  for  Christian  education,  from  art  to 
zoology.  The  telescope  becomes  the  tool  of  the  Kingdom  for  those  who  believe 
that  "The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God."  The  historian's  pen  and  the 
biologist's  microscope  are  welcome  allies  to  those  whose  quest  is  "That  at  the 
name  of  Jesus,  every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven,  and  things  under 
the  earth". 

Most  of  the  students  attending  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  college  receive  some 
form  of  financial  assistance  in  the  form  of  grants,  loans,  and  work  scholarships. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  continue  to  be  grateful  for  generous 
financial  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  colleges  reaffirm 
their  support  and  partnership  in  missions  with  the  churches,  and  offer  the 
services  of  faculty,  students  and  other  campus  resources  to  make  The  Bold 
Missions  emphasis  of  Southern  Baptists  a  vital  and  successful  ministry.

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1978  Associational  Report  of  the 
Division  of  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs 

The  Christian  Life  Council  is  comprised  of  twenty  persons  elected  by  the 
State  Convention.  These  persons  give  overall  leadership  to  the  Council's  staff. 

A  number  of  moral  concerns  were  addressed  by  the  Council  in  1978.  Family 
relationships  continue  to  be  a  high  priority.  Opportunities  such  as  marriage 
enrichment  retreats,  a  workshop  on  parenting,  single  adult  emphasis,  and 
minister-wife  retreats  were  conducted  by  the  Council.  Various  materials 
dealing  with  family  life  were  produced  and  distributed.  Strengthening  the 
Christian  home  is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  our  nation  and  churches  and  the 
Christian  Life  Council  is  committed  to  that  task. 

Much  energy  was  spent  working  for  the  defeat  of  the  liquor  by  the  drink  bill. 
Over  125,000  flyers  were  distributed  to  North  Carolina  Baptists.  While  the 
efforts  of  Baptists  did  not  defeat  the  bill,  our  efforts  did  result  in  a  better  bill 
being  passed  than  the  one  originally  proposed. 

Another  concern  of  the  Council  is  television  and  its  impact  upon  the  morals 
of  our  people.  Over  60,000  copies  of  "The  Grabber",  a  pamphlet  dealing  with 
the  use  and  abuse  of  television,  were  distributed  upon  request.  Unless  Baptists 
learn  to  control  television,  it  will  control  them  by  occupying  their  thoughts  and 
time. 

World  Hunger  is  an  issue  which  haunts  all  of  us.  The  Council  has  printed 
and  is  distributing  thousands  of  tracts  which  offer  practical  suggestions  for 
Baptists  on  how  to  respond  to  world  hunger.  August  2  is  World  Hunger  Day 
among  Southern  Baptists  and  the  Council  attempted  to  help  Baptists  be  aware 
of  this  emphasis. 

On  several  occasions  Jesus  stated  that  His  disciples  were  to  reflect  their  faith 
in  Him  through  their  lifestyles.  Discovering  the  will  and  the  way  of  Jesus  is  what 
the  Council  seeks  to  do. 

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE  REPORT 


Southern  Baptists  are  privileged  to  be  selective  in  the  Sunday  School 
literature  this  year.  A  new  series  is  available  entitled  "Bible  Book  Studies  Series" 
which  purports  to  teach  the  entire  Bible  in  nine  years.  We  hope  this  literature 
will  be  reviewed  by  each  church  before  ordering  next  quarter. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  are  so  fortunate  to  have  available  "The  Biblical 
Recorder."  This  publication  keeps  us  well  informed.  Does  your  church  make 
this  available  to  its  members?  The  church  plan  is  available  as  well  as  individual 
subscription. 

Also  available  is  "Home  Life"  as  well  as  numerous  other  helpful  publications. 
Bibles  and  other  Christian  reading  materials  are  available  in  our  associational 
office.  Plans  are  in  the  making  for  a  book  store  in  our  new  associational 
building. 

Let  us  pray  that  all  churches  will  avail  themselves  of  the  very  best  Christian 
literature  so  they  may  grow  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Savior.

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CHURCH  TRAINING  REPORT 


I  am  very  thankful  to  you,  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  for  the  honor  to 
serve  this  past  year  as  Associational  Church  Training  Director.  I  have  not  led 
the  Association  in  any  great  endeavors  of  Church  Training  this  year,  but  I  have 
been  strengthened  personally  in  the  work  of  Church  Training  Union  because 
of  the  information  and  clinics  made  available  to  me  through  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 


I  attended  one  regional  Church  Training  Clinic  and  received  valuable 
information  about  the  different  literature  and  resources  available  for  Church 
Training  Programs.  The  materials  available  for  Church  Training  are  struc- 
tured to  strengthen  people  in  what  we  as  Christians  believe  and  why  we  believe 
it.  Also,  these  materials  are  structured  to  strengthen  Baptists  in  what  they 
believe  and  why  they  believe  it. 

There  is  much  talk  about,  and  convincing  evidence  that  many  Baptist  people 
do  not  know  exactly  what  a  Baptist  Church  believes.  If  they  do  know  what  they 
believe,  in  many  cases  they  cannot  take  the  Bible  and  show  anyone  the 
scriptures  that  tell  why  we  believe  certain  things.  Why  are  Baptist  people  so 
uninformed  as  to  what  their  denomination  believes  and  why  they  believe  it? 
The  answer  is  simple.  What  Baptists  believe  and  why  they  believe  it  is  mostly 
taught  through  our  Church  Training  literature,  and  the  service  least  attended 
in  most  churches  is  Church  Training  Union. 

In  many  cases  churches  do  not  have  a  Church  Training  Union.  According  to 
last  year's  associational  reports,  only  22  (33.3%)  of  our  66  churches  in  Truett 
Baptist  Association  have  a  Church  Training  Union.  Of  our  total  resident 
church  membership  (7,667)  only  10.4%  (803)  members  are  enrolled  in  a 
Church  Training  Union.  Of  our  total  resident  church  membership  (7,667) 
only  6.8%  (526)  average  attending  Church  Training  Union.  Last  fall  only  136 
people  were  present  for  our  M  Night  (mobilization  night  service).  This  is  the 
one  time  of  the  year  when  we  can  be  challenged  and  inspired  in  the  Church 
Training  work.  It  is  no  wonder  then  why  many  Baptist  people  do  not  know 
what  they  believe  and  why  they  believe  it.  They  simply  are  not  trying  to  find 
out. 

Church  Training  is  not  uniquely  set  apart  for  the  teaching  of  what  Baptists 
believe  and  why  they  believe  it.  There  are  many  areas  of  concern  in  Christian 
growth  and  maturity.  If  your  church  does  not  have  Church  Training  I  urge 
you  to  begin  now.  I  can  say  from  my  heart,  "Show  me  a  church  where 
attendance  and  participation  in  the  Church  Training  Program  is  of  the 
majority  of  the  church  members  and  I'll  show  you  a  church  that  is  on-fire  for 
God". 

This  report  should  alarm  us  for  the  need  of  Church  Training  Union  in  our 
churches.  I  hope  you  can  do  something  about  it  in  your  church.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  CHAIRMAN 
ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETING-I978 

This  is  one  of  the  most  exciting  times  of  all  history  to  be  alive — especially  if 
you  are  a  Christian  and  a  Southern  Baptist.  Ever  since  Jesus  was  on  earth  we 
have  had  the  Great  Commission  to  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you 
and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world"  (Matt.  28: 19-20). 
For  the  first  time  ever  Southern  Baptists  have  set  themselves  a  deadline  to  carry 
out  this  commission. 

Our  emphasis  on  Bold  Mission  Thrust  calls  for  Southern  Baptists  to  perceive 
and  accept  our  mission  in  enabling  every  person  in  the  world  to  hear  and 
respond  to  the  gospel  of  Christ  by  the  year  2000A.D.  What  a  challenge — 
sharing  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  with  every  person  in  the  world  by  the  year 
2000.  Providing  resources  to  meet  this  exciting  challenge  will  require  boldness 
in  prayer  and  sacrificial  giving  on  the  part  of  every  Southern  Baptist.  We  must 
give  our  best  as  we  minister  through  our  church,  through  the  association,  and 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  in  bold  support  of  missions  at  home  and 
around  the  world. 

Commitment  to  Bold  Mission  Thrust  calls  for  specific  action  on  our  part  as 
individuals  and  churches.  Let  every  church  in  our  association  demonstrate  its 
commitment  to  the  world  mission  task  through  serving  and  giving.  Every 
church  is  challenged  to  increase,  on  an  annual  basis,  the  percentage  of  its  total 
budget  income  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  through  the 
missions  budget  of  the  association.  As  a  further  guideline,  churches  should 
consider  prayerfully  the  percentage  increase  suggested  by  the  state  convention 
for  Cooperative  Program  and  the  increase  suggested  by  the  association  for 
associational  ministries. 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  Stewardship  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  to  provide  leadership  and  materials  for  the  development  of 
individual  Christian  stewards.  Developing  Christian  stewards  is  imperative  in 
light  of  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  objective,  to  give  every  person  in  the  world  an 
opportunity  to  hear  and  respond  to  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  by  2000  A.D. 
Increased  mission  activity  calls  for  faithful  stewardship  and  growth  in  Christian 
giving. 

The  Bible  provides  insights  for  the  development  of  Christian  stewards.  The 
local  church  will  want  to  provide  biblically  based  stewardship  development 
activities  for  its  members.  Suggestions  and  materials  are  offered  to  churches  to 
help  them  in  this  all  important  responsibility.  Tracts,  activity  guides,  study 
course  books,  visual  aids  and  budget  programs  are  available  from  the 
Stewardship  Commission.  The  materials  cover  the  areas  of  giving,  budget 
development  and  subscription,  money  management,  and  mission  support. 

During  the  past  year,  1977,  the  churches  of  our  association  gave  $48,556.65 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  With  44  of  our  churches  giving  something, 
that  leaves  22  of  our  churches  not  giving  anything  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  But  we  had  an  increase  over  1976,  of  about  $8,000  and  4  churches 
giving  something  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  which  is  a  pretty  good 
increase.  Thank  God  for  this. 
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Some  suggested  goals  for  the  coming  year  are: 

1.  Every  church  in  the  association  giving  something  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  for  Bold  Mission  Thrust  support. 

2.  Every  church  in  the  association  increasing  the  percentage  of  the  total 
budget  income  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

3.  Every  church  in  the  association  increasing  the  percentage  of  the  total 
budget  income  for  the  support  of  associational  missions.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 


A  significant  goal  in  Bold  Missions  is  to  encourage  every  church  to  double 
baptisms  by  1982  or  sooner.  Christians  need  to  lead  unsaved  persons  to  make 
genuine  commitments  to  Christ  and  to  guide  them  in  their  spirtual  develop- 
ment. Pastors  and  church  leaders  can  use  the  notebook  -  Bold  Evangelism 
Through  the  Local  Church  -  to  plan  and  develop  an  ongoing  program  of 
evangelism.  Free  notebooks  will  be  available  and  training  sessions  will  be  held 
in  associational  evangelism  clinics  across  the  state. 

"The  Evangelistic  Church  on  Bold  Mission"  was  the  theme  of  the  32nd 
Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  at  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium, 
Greensboro,  during  February  6-7,  1978.  Evangelistic  speakers  challenged 
about  2,400  pastors  and  lay  persons  to  involve  church  members  in  bold 
evangelism. 

Four  summer  youth  evangelism  teams  preached  in  one  week  youth  revivals 
and  directed  youth  witness  training  in  many  churches  across  the  state.  One  of 
these  teams  led  youth  revivals  in  nine  churches  in  Maryland  in  a  joint  Bold 
Mission  effort.  Genuine  decisions  for  Christ  were  made  by  many  youth. 

Over  900  youth  and  adults  attended  the  largest  Youth  Ministry  Week  during 
July  3-8  at  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly.  All  persons  participated  in 
specific  witness  training  sessions.  The  emphasis  also  included  vocational 
guidance  and  recreation. 

About  12,500  youth,  pastors,  and  adult  leaders  were  expected  for  the  8th 
Statewide  Youth  Evangelism  Night  -  August  18  -  at  Greensboro  Coliseum.  Bill 
Hogue,  Director,  Evangelism  Section,  Home  Mission  Board,  Atlanta,  was  the 
preacher;  Richard  and  Judy  Bradford,  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  were  the 
soloists,  and  other  youth  shared  on  the  program.  Follow-up  work  is  always 
assigned  to  pastors  with  all  youth  who  make  decisions. 

Churches  are  encouraged  to  become  more  involved  in  Renewal  Evangelism. 
The  Division  of  Evangelism  cooperates  with  the  Brotherhood  Department  in 
this  phase  of  work. 

Sixty-eight  associations  have  participated  in  one  week  Lay  Evangelism 
Schools  in  recent  years  with  15,000  youth  and  adults  receiving  lay  witness 
training  from  1,245  churches.  Consistent  witnessing  to  non-Christians  is 
essential. 
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Youth  Evangelism  Strategy  can  help  associations  and  churches  train  their 
youth  in  witnessing  to  the  unsaved  and  in  personal  discipleship.  Also,  YES 
equips  adults  to  work  with  youth  in  evangelism. 

Excellent  reports  on  revival  meetings,  city-wide  crusades,  and  associational 
evangelism  clinics  have  been  received.  There  has  been  a  good  response  to 
associational  youth  evangelism  emphasis. 

The  33rd  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  at  Cumberland 
County  Memorial  Auditorium,  Fayetteville,  on  February  5-6,  1979. 

In  the  Truett  Association  a  youth  revival  was  held  at  Peachtree  School 
August,  1977.  The  speaker  was  Rev.  Johnny  Foster,  and  in  charge  of  music  was 
Rev.  Kenneth  Kephart.  Our  hearts  were  stirred  each  and  every  night.  There 
were  13  saved,  75  rededications,  2  announced  the  call  to  full  time  service. 
Heights  in  attendance  325. 

An  Associational  wide  camp-meeting  was  held  March  19-25,  1978  at  Little 
Brasstown  Baptist  Church,  Brasstown,  N.C.  with  different  speakers  nightly. 
Sunday — Rev.  Fred  Lunsford 

Monday — Rev.  Billy  Stiles 
Tuesday — Rev.  Buddy  Pittman 
Wednesday — Rev.  Aud  Brown 
Thursday — Rev.  Woodrow  Flynn 
Friday — Rev.  Marvin  Hampton 
Saturday — Rev.  Lewis  Grant 
There  were  7  souls  saved,  32  rededications,  and  everyones'  hearts  were 
blessed  with  the  moving  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Heights  in  attendance  275. 

Churches  of  the  Association  have  reported  256  baptisms  for  Associational 
Year  1977-78.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  met  twice  during 
the  Associational  Year. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  at  Oak  Grove  Baptist  Church,  November  21, 
1977. 

Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  explained  that  we  had  forty-four  churches  to  participate 
in  the  state  missions  offering,  which  totaled  around  $9,600.00. 

Mr.  Lunsford  also  gave  a  report  on  the  results  of  the  resort  ministries  for  the 
past  summer.  He  had  heard  from  some  of  the  campers.  Things  are  looking 
better  for  next  summer. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  jail  ministries  in  Cherokee  County,  Fred 
Lunsford  introduced  Rev.  William  Franklin.  Mr.  Franklin  shared  some  of  his 
recent  experiences  in  working  with  the  jail  ministries. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  elect  William  Frankhn  to  head  up  the 
jail  ministry  in  Cherokee  County.  There  was  no  further  discussion,  vote  was 
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taken,  motion  carried.  Bibles  are  now  being  provided  in  connection  with  thejail 
ministry. 

Richard  Powers  reported  that  he  is  in  the  process  of  getting  thejail  ministry 
under  way  in  Clay  County. 

Mr.  Richard  Powers,  Missions  Committee  Chairman,  explained  that  the 
committee  decided  to  ask  for  $2,400.00  state  aid  this  year.  The  Executive 
Committee  unanimously  approved  this. 

The  Missions  Committee  would  also  like  to  establish  task  forces  for  missions, 
evangelism,  and  Christian  education. 

It  was  suggested  by  the  Missions  Committee  to  start  a  program  asking  retired 
couples  to  volunteer  to  come  to  the  Associational  office  one  day  a  month.  This 
would  help  our  Associational  Missionary. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  establish  task  forces  for  missions, 
evangelism,  and  Christian  education.  A  motion  was  also  made  to  have  mission 
consultants  come  in  the  office  and  work  a  day  or  so  a  month.  Vote  was  taken, 
motion  carried.  The  associational  missions  consultants  will  be  given  training 
two  or  three  days  so  they  will  know  what  their  work  consists  of. 
Having  a  full  time  secretary  to  work  in  the  Associational  Office  and  the  salary 
was  discussed. 

The  Associational  Council  brought  two  recommendations  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  They  were  as  follows: 

1.  To  have  an  evangelistic  type  revival  that  would  last  a  week  in  March. 
Speakers  for  the  revival  will  be  pastors  in  the  Association.  The  tentative  date  for 
the  revival  is  March  20,  1978.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  have  an 
evangelical  associational  wide  revival  headed  by  the  evangelism  task  force.  Vote 
taken,  motion  carried. 

2.  To  set  May  28,  1978  as  a  special  Building  Fund  Offering  Day  preceeded  by 
a  campaign.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  this  recommendation. 
Vote  taken;  motion  carried.  A  goal  of  $10,000.00  was  set. 

Concerning  the  new  building  at  Peachtree.  An  architect  from  the  Sunday 
School  Board  will  come  around  the  first  of  the  year  to  give  some  estimates.  A 
sign  has  been  made  and  is  ready  to  be  put  up.  Fred  Lunsford  explained  that 
Mr.  Gene  Martin  suggested  that  the  Association  hook  onto  his  present  water 
supply. 

Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  asked  for  the  Executive  Committee's  approval  of  a 
Chaplain  Program  at  the  new  hospital  at  Peachtree.  The  ministerial  association 
of  Cherokee  County  has  agreed  that  a  room  will  be  used  as  a  chapel  in  the 
hospital.  A  seminar  will  be  held  and  only  the  pastors  who  attend  the  seminar 
will  be  serving  as  chaplains.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  promote  the 
Chaplain  Program  in  the  new  hospital  at  Peachtree.  Vote  taken,  motion 
carried. 

Three  churches  asked  for  pastorial  aid  for  their  pastors  who  are  attending 
Fruitland.  They  are: 

1.  Meadow  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Rev.  Ronnie  Bruce  and  wife.  The  church 
has  promised  to  pay  Rev.  Bruce  $2400  and  they  are  asking  for  $1600  aid  from 
the  State  Convention. 

2.  Maltby  Baptist  Church,  Rev.  Richard  Roberson.  The  church  has  promised 
to  pay  Richard  $2600  themselves  and  are  asking  for  $1500  aid  from  the  State 
Convention. 
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3.  Mt.  Pisgah  Baptist  Church,  Rev.  Johnny  Foster.  The  church  has  promised 
to  pay  $3900  themselves  and  is  asking  for  $1 200  aid  from  the  State  Convention. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  approve  these  three  applications  for 
pastorial  aid.  Vote  taken;  motion  carried. 

A  letter  was  read  by  Fred  Lunsford  concerning  a  church  that  was  destroyed 
by  a  flood  in  the  Newfound  Association.  Anyone  wishing  to  send  donations 
should  send  them  to:  Rev.  Bill  Gillespie,  Route  2,  Lecister,  North  Carolina.  It 
was  decided  that  a  copy  of  the  letter  be  run  in  our  next  newsletter. 

It  was  explained  that  we  now  have  $500  in  our  emergency  fund  at  Cherokee 
Savings  and  Loan.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  send  $250  of  this 
money  to  the  church  that  was  a  flood  victim.  Vote  taken,  motion  carried. 

Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  suggested  that  we  set  up  a  missions  volunteer  financing 
program  to  help  mission  volunteers  from  our  area  who  need  assistance.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  let  the  Women's  Missionary  Union  direct  the 
scholarship  fund  for  mission  volunteers.  All  churches  will  be  asked  to  help  with 
this.  Vote  taken,  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Marie  Hendrix  spoke  on  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  and  her 
feelings  toward  missions  giving. 

The  next  Executive  Committee  Meeting  was  held  at  Truett  Camp  on  April  8, 
1978. 

The  council  had  three  recommendations  to  bring  before  the  Executive 
Committee.  They  were: 

1 .  That  our  Association  start  a  ministry  to  the  blind  and  shut-ins  of  Cherokee 
and  Clay  Counties.  A  motion  was  made  to  this  effect.  Motion  seconded,  vote 
taken,  motion  carried.  Some  discussion  was  held.  Some  money  has  already 
been  raised  for  the  blind  ministry  by  Betty  Jenkins.  The  Lions  Club  has  agreed 
to  furnish  15  tape  players.  The  Christian  Association  for  the  Blind  will  provide 
some  lessons  on  tape.  The  Associational  Office  will  be  the  media  center  for  the 
tapes. 

2.  That  our  Association  start  a  ministry  for  the  illiterate  people  in  Cherokee 
and  Clay  Counties.  A  motion  was  made  to  do  this.  Motion  seconded,  vote  taken, 
motion  carried. 

3.  That  our  Association  activate  an  Associational  Book  Store  and  have  a 
separate  treasurer  in  charge  of  handling  the  book  store  money.  The  name  of 
the  book  store  will  be  Truett  Baptist  Association  Christian  Book  Store.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  this  recommendation.  Vote  taken, 
motion  carried.  Discussion — Fred  Lunsford  said  he  will  donate  some  books  to 
the  store  to  help  get  it  started.  The  office  secretary  will  operate  the  store.  A 
separate  bank  account  will  be  opened  for  the  store. 

Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  recommended  to  the  Executive  Committee  that  we  have 
a  special  Building  Fund  Offering  Day  once  a  year  for  the  next  four  years.  The 
offering  would  be  during  or  around  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Associational 
Missions.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  do  this.  Vote  taken,  motion 
carried.

A  survey  in  several  counties  representative  of  the  cross-section  of  our  state 
has  provided  interesting  information  regarding  the  seriousness,  or  lack  of 
seriousness,  to  which  stewardship  of  estates  is  considered.  Court  records  and 
wills  were  carefully  studied  in  these  counties  to  determine  the  disposition  of 
possessions  for  a  specific  time.  Facts  revealed  were: 

1.  30  of  the  decedants  died  without  a  written  will. 

2.  Very  little  was  provided  for  the  church  or  any  charitable  cause  through  the 
wills  that  were  probated  (Six-tenths  of  one  percent  was  given  to  all  charitable 
causes  and  only  65  one-thousandths  of  one  percent  was  left  to  all  Baptist 
causes.)- 

3. 45  of  all  assets  were  left  either  to  husbands  or  wives,  37  of  all  assets  were  left 
to  children  by  parents,  and  27  was  left  to  grandchildren  or  other  persons. 

4.  Projected  to  a  statewide  basis  for  one  year,  two-thirds  of  one  billion  dollars 
is  left  in  estates  each  year. 

5.  Based  on  resident  Baptist  population  in  the  state,  a  tithe  of  the  estates  of 
Baptists  that  die  each  year  would  provide  in  excess  of  $10,000,000  additional 
dollars  annually  to  the  support  of  Christian  missions  and  ministries  carried  on 
by  our  churches  and  denomination. 

Baptists  who  believe  in  Bold  Mission  endeavors  will: 

1.  prepare  a  will  or  have  their  will  updated; 

2.  provide  for  their  church  pledges  and  commitments  to  be  fulfilled  through 
their  will; 

3.  seriously  consider  a  tithe  of  their  estates  to  a  Christian  cause. 

An  excellent  example  to  follow  is  that  set  by  two  members  of  one  church  in 
the  mountain  area  of  North  Carolina.  They  have  willed  their  possessions  to  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  as  Trustee.  Ten  percent  of  each  estate  will 
go  back  to  their  church  and  90%  in  trust  will  be  paid  annually  to  the 
Cooperative  Program  through  their  church  -  an  amount  equal  to  the  entire 
church  contribution  to  the  Cooperative  Program  in  1977.  (And  this  was  a 
substantial  amount.)  These  two  persons  through  their  wills  will  double  the 
church  gifts  to  missions. 

During  1977-1978  fiscal  year,  the  Foundation  has  received  $198,139 
additions  to  the  trust  funds  being  held.  Twenty-seven  new  trusts  were 
established. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  staff  is  available  to  assist  any  individual  who  wishes 
to  have  a  will  prepared  or  updated.  Anyone  using  Foundation  services  and  who 
designates  through  their  will  a  bequest  to  any  Baptist  institution  or  Baptist 
mission  cause  can  have  their  will  prepared  at  no  cost.  Assistance  in  cost  can  also 
be  provided  for  those  who  desire  to  have  their  wills  prepared  or  reviewed  by  a 
local  attorney.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 


North  Carolina  Baptists  have  the  following  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging: 

1.  Resthaven,  located  in  Winston-Salem,  with  space  for  16  residents; 

2.  The  Hayes  Home  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  ,  in  Winston-Salem  with  space  for 
46  residents,  and  79  patients.  The  Nursing  Care  Unit  serves  all  five  of  our 
Homes,  and  will  serve  the  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home.  Patients  are 
transferred  to  this  nursing  facility  when  long-term  nursing  care  is  needed, 
either  for  Intermediate  Nursing  Care,  or  Skilled  Nursing  Care. 

There  is  also  a  duplex  apartment  complex  at  the  site  of  the  Hayes  Home  in 
Winston-Salem,  with  a  space  for  120  people. 

3.  The  Albermarle  Home,  in  Albermarle  with  space  for  30  residents; 

4.  The  Hamilton  Home,  in  Hamilton,  with  space  for  28  residents; 

5.  The  Yanceyville  Home,  in  Yanceyville,  with  space  for  31  residents; 

6.  The  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home,  in  Ashville,  with  space  for  50 
residents,  now  under  construction. 

This  means  that  there  will  be  accommodations  for  300  people  in  all  of  our  six 
Baptist  Homes,  the  apartment  complex,  and  the  Nursing  care  unit,  when  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home,  in  Asheville  is  completed.  This  lovely 
facility  is  now  under  construction,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  completed 
and  ready  for  occupancy  by  February  15,  1979. 

Our  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  have  received  vital  support  from  our  more 
than  3400  Baptist  Churches  through  two  vital  sources  through  the  years: 

1 .  The  Cooperative  Program,  which  supplies  about  8%  of  our  total  budget; 

2.  The  Special  Offering  which  supplies  16%  of  our  total  budget. 

These  gifts  are  used  to  supplement  the  care  of  the  majority  of  the  residents  in 
our  Baptist  Homes  and  are  a  life-line,  therefore,  to  residents  who  could  not 
possibly  pay  the  cost  of  care,  if  it  were  not  for  these  gifts.  We  are  grateful  for 
these  gifts  and  for  every  church  and  every  person  who  has  had  a  part  in  making 
them  possible. 

Since  our  February,  1978  offering  for  the  Baptist  Homes  was  the  last  Special 
Offering  ever,  we  are  greatly  concerned  that  our  churches  and  our  people 
continue,  in  an  ever  increasing  manner,  their  loyal  support  for  the  Homes.  The 
total  goal  of  the  State  Missions  Offering  for  1979,  in  which  we  will  share  with 
our  other  Baptist  institutions,  and  with  the  specific  causes  of  State  Missions  is 
$2,000,000.  Our  Baptist  Homes  will  receive  $300,000.00  from  this  Offering,  if 
the  total  goal  is  reached.  If  not,  we  w  ill  not  receive  that  amount.  This  figure  of 
$300,000.00  from  the  time  it  was  projected,  until  September,  of  1979,  will 
represent  a  period  of  two  years.  During  this  period  we  will  most  likely  have  to 
borrow  money  to  operate  the  Homes  for  the  Aging,  since  we  normally  receive 
$300,000  from  the  Special  Offering. 

Also,  of  great  concern  is  the  fact  that  we  are  scheduled  to  open  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Home,  in  Asheville  around  February  15,  1979,  to 
accommodate  50  additional  people,  prior  to  the  September,  1979  State 
Missions  Offering  and  with  no  additional  percent  of  the  Cooperative  Program, 
and  this  percent  has  not  been  changed  during  the  27  years  of  the  ministry  of 
the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Though  the  Homes  receive  more  money 
through   the   Cooperative   Program   than   formerly,   in   dollars,  around

$155,000.00,  the  percent  of  the  budget  of  the  Homes  provided  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  has  dropped  10%  to  8%.  The  needs  of  the  Homes  for  the 
Aging  are  greater  than  ever,  and  we  are  vitally  concerned  about  how  those 
needs  are  going  to  be  met.  It  is  estimated  that  we  will  need  an  additional 
$100,000.00  to  operate  the  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home.  From 
whence  shall  this  come?  We  believe  that  it  will  come  from  our  Baptist  people, 
that  we  are  a  people  on  bold  mission  for  the  Lord,  that  we  will  trust  Him  more 
for  our  needs,  and  pull  together,  in  meeting  the  1979  State  Missions  goal  of 
$2,000,000,  that  we  we  will  give  more  through  the  Cooperative  Program  for  all 
of  our  Baptist  work  and  causes! 

Will  you  join  us  in  our  prayers  and  in  our  plans  for  those  aging  persons  who 
look  to  us  for  help!

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 
TO  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONS 


1977  was  the  year  in  which  more  people  were  reached  with  God's  Word  than 
ever  before  in  Bible  Society  history. 

Since  its  founding  in  1816,  the  only  goal  of  the  American  Bible  Society  has 
been  to  translate,  produce,  and  distribute  the  Scriptures  to  people  everywhere 
in  a  language  they  can  understand  and  at  a  price  they  can  afford.  In  this  effort 
to  "Let  the  Word  Speak"  to  all  people,  the  ABS,  and  its  partners  in  the  United 
Bible  Societies,  distributed  for  the  first  time  in  a  single  year  over  400,000,000 
Scriptures  in  150  countries! 

In  1946  the  American  Bible  Society  published  its  first  Scripture  Selection, 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  Scripture  Selections  have  since  become  the  "seeds"  of 
the  Society.  Because  of  their  relatively  low  cost  they  could  be  shared  more 
widely  than  New  Testaments  or  Bibles.  Once  planted  in  the  heart  of  the  reader, 
the  seed  could  then  grow  through  Portions,  the  New  Testament,  and 
eventually,  the  complete  Bible. 

TRANSLATIONS — An  average  of  nearly  once  every  two  weeks  during 
1977,  somewhere  in  the  world  a  group  of  people  who  had  never  before  had  the 
Word  of  God  in  their  own  language,  received  a  Portion  of  Scripture  for  the  first 
time.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  at  least  one  book  of  the  Bible  had  been  published 
in  a  total  of  1,631  languages,  an  increase  of  28  during  the  year. 

Some  of  the  languages  in  which  complete  New  Testaments  appeared  for  the 
first  time  include  Bawm,  Kok  Borok,  Lumasaaba,  Ma'di,  Muyuw,  Penan, 
Quechua:  Imbabura,  Yagaria,  and  Yipunu.  For  the  people  of  Ecuador  who 
speak  Quechua:  Imbabura,  this  is  the  first  publication  of  any  part  of  Scripture 
in  their  own  language. 

ABS  VOLUNTEERS — Must  of  the  success  achieved  for  the  Bible  cause  in 
1977  was  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  more  than  30,000  ABS  volunteers  who 
carried  out  local  distribution  programs  in  hospitals,  schools,  jails,  missions,  and 
places  of  business;  presented  the  need  of  the  Bible  cause  to  churches;  gave 
radio  interviews;  and  recruited  members  for  the  Bible-a-Month  Club.  These 
volunteers  were  operating  almost  2,000  Scripture  Courtesy  Centers  across  the 
country  by  the  end  of  1977,  an  increase  of  nearly  500  over  1976.  Also  included 
in  this  army  of  volunteers  were  more  than  12,000  Church  Representatives  who 
act  as  special  links  between  the  congregations  and  the  ABS.  Nearly  15  percent 
of  these  people  represent  the  ABS  in  Southern  Baptist  churches  across  the 
United  States. 

FINANCIAL  SUPPORT— Total  income  of  the  ABS  from  all  sources  in  1977 
was  $29,87 1 ,640.  Income  from  the  churches  totaled  $  1 ,545,634.  The  churches 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  contributed  $251,908  or  approximately  $ 
.022  per  member.  This  was  a  decrease  of  $23,723  from  1976.  Since  1966 
contributions  from  the  churches  and  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  have  been  as  follows:

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In  April  1977  a  National  Advisory  Council  was  held  in  New  York.  Carolyn 
Weatherford  and  Porter  Routh  represented  the  SBC.  One  of  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Advisory  Council  supported  the  United  Bible  Societies  goal  of 
at  least  doubling  income  from  local  contributions  by  1980.  If  the  12,733,124 
members  of  the  SBC  were  to  raise  their  level  of  annual  support  to  $  .04  per 
member,  total  giving  to  the  Bible  cause  would  reach  $509,000  and  help  reach 
the  UBS  goal.  This  would  help  make  certain  that  the  Bible  Society  will  be  able  to 
provide  the  Scriptures  needed  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  its  global 
ministry. 

The  Bible  Society  asks  for  your  continued  prayers  so  that  together  with  the 
churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  all  willing  Christians 
everywhere,  our  combined  efforts  to  bring  His  Word  to  all  those  who  are  in 
desperate  need  of  it  will  be  blessed  by  God.

SEMINARY  EXTENSION  REPORT 


This  has  been  a  good  year  in  Seminary  Extension  work  in  the  Truett 
Association.  God  has  blessed  in  so  many  ways  that  it  is  really  hard  to  explain  it 
all.  But  we  will  attempt  to  givejust  a  little  overview  of  what  really  has  happened. 

We  operated  4  classes  during  the  past  Associational  year  with  87  students 
enrolled.  A  new  arrangement  was  put  into  effect  that  was  a  great  blessing  to 
those  who  took  part.  Two  courses  were  taught  that  were  a  combination  of 
Seminary  Extension  and  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute.  Those  doing  the 
required  work  on  these  courses  received  credit  at  Fruitland  and  also  Seminary 
Extension.  This  kind  of  set  up  will  be  done  again  this  fall  as  well  as  other  courses 
that  will  be  offered.  Rev.  Chester  Jones  will  be  the  teacher  of  the  courses  that 
will  carry  with  them  Fruitland  Credit.  The  Director  of  Missions  will  teach  the 
other  courses.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 


NASHVILLE — The  Sunday  School  Board  set  a  record  receipt  total  of  $75 
million  last  year  but  was  hampered  somewhat  by  skyrocketing  energy  and 
postal  costs  and  bad  winter  weather. 

In  presenting  the  annual  report  to  the  Sunday  School  Board  trustees, 
President  Grady  C.  Cothen  said  the  Board  is  in  excellent  financial  shape  as  'we 
go  about  fulfilling  our  mission — the  mission  of  ministry." 
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Four  priorities  continued  to  receive  major  attention. 

More  than  7,000  churches  and  224  associations  conducted  ACTION 
enrollment  campaigns  and  567  new  Sunday  Schools  were  started  in  efforts  to 
reach  more  persons  for  Bible  study. 

The  Bible  Book  Series  for  youth  and  adults  in  Sunday  School  and  the 
Radio-TV  Bible  Correspondence  program  are  scheduled  to  begin  October  1, 
1978. 

The  "Equipping  Center"  concept,  short-term  training  for  adults,  condnued 
to  be  tested  with  plans  to  release  the  first  materials  April  1,  1979. 

Family  life  conferences  which  reached  33,000  persons  and  Home  Life  with  an 
average  monthly  circulation  of  838,000  were  the  primary  resources  for 
supporting  and  enriching  family  life. 

Career  Assessment  and  Development  Consultations  were  undertaken  to  aid 
and  encourage  pastors  and  church  staff  members. 

Glorieta  and  Ridgecrest  Baptist  Conference  Centers  registered  85,384 
guests  who  stayed  a  total  of  382,178  days.  As  a  result  of  the  work  of  a  special 
task  force  on  conference  center  operations,  several  changes  in  registration 
procedures  have  been  approved  for  1979. 

Baptist  Book  Stores  opened  three  regional  mail  order  centers  in  Nashville, 
St.  Louis  and  Arlington,  Texas.  Two  more  will  be  opened  in  1978  in  Memphis 
and  Atlanta. 

Broadman  Press  introduced  633  new  products  during  the  year.  The  first 
book  of  the  24-volume  Layman's  Bible  Book  Commentary  will  be  released  in 
October,  1978. 

Reorganization  was  completed  of  the  Church  Services  and  Materials  Division 
into  three  divisions — Bible  Teaching,  Christian  Development  and  Church  and 
Staff  Support.  Total  Church  Study  Course  credits  requested  for  the  year  were 
308,407. 

In  the  program  of  Sunday  School  development,  increased  visibihty  was  given 
to  associational  work  and  ministry  with  ethnic  groups  and  to  blind  and  deaf 
persons. 

Enrollment  in  church  music  programs  increased  1.3  percent  over  the 
previous  year.  Sales  of  all  editions  of  the  Baptist  Hymnal  are  now  over  2.5 
million. 

The  Church  Program  Training  Center,  housed  in  the  church  administration 
department,  sponsored  117  events  attended  by  2,542  persons. 

Baptist  student  ministries  now  reach  1,084  campuses  with  673  others 
identified  as  needing  a  ministry.  National  Student  Ministries  will  sponsor  a 
nationwide  missions  conference  in  Nashville  in  December,  1979. 

The  National  Association  of  Senior  Adults,  sponsored  by  the  family  ministry 
department,  set  a  goal  of  50,000  members  by  1985.  A  monthly  magazine  for 
single  adults  will  begin  publication  in  April,  1979. 

Under  the  convention-approved  formula,  $1.6  was  transferred  to  assist  state 
conventions  in  promoting  Sunday  School  Board-related  programs.

WORLD  HOME  BIBLE  LEAGUE 
SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  DIVISION 

Scripture  distribution  by  the  World  Home  Bible  League  during  the  past  year 
has  reached  an  all-time  high.  Over  13,000,000  Bibles,  New  Testaments,  and 
Gospel  portions  were  distributed.  The  World  Home  Bible  League  is  rep- 
resented in  forty  foreign  countries,  and  Scriptures  were  shipped  to  over 
seventy  countries. 

NEW  TESTAMENTS  AS  SCHOOL  TEXTBOOKS 

The  League  is  furnishing  the  Living  New  Testament  free  of  charge  to  the 
countries  of  Bolivia,  Peru,  Guatemala,  and  Brazil  to  be  used  as  an  official 
textbook  and  required  reading  in  all  their  schools. 

BRAZIL— As  of  April  1978,  248,000  New  Testaments  have  been  placed  in  the 
schools  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  By  June  the  entire  500,000  copies  will  have  been 
placed  and  they  have  requested  another  one-half  million. 
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BOLIVIA — In  Bolivia  hundreds  of  thousands  of  New  Testaments  have  been 
placed  in  the  schools,  as  well  as  350,000  booklets  on  the  life  of  Jesus  entitled, 
"The  Greatest  Story". 

PERU — In  Peru  there  has  been  much  turmoil  within  the  Peruvian  govern- 
ment. Many  Christian  organizations,  such  as  the  Wycliffe  Bible  translators, 
have  been  accused  by  a  high  official  in  the  army  of  being  involved  in  CIA 
activity.  The  government  of  Peru  has  made  an  investigation  of  the  accusations 
and  we  feel  that  everything  will  turn  out  all  right.  The  placement  of  New 
Testaments  was  not  stopped.  The  League  has  a  large  deposit  of  Scriptures  in 
Peru.  Carlos  Dios,  a  Peruvian,  is  in  charge  of  distribution. 

NEW  LANGUAGE  TRANSLATIONS 

WYCLIFFE  TRANSLATIONS 

The  Wycliffe  translators  continue  to  reach  more  people  without  a  written 
language.  At  the  present  time  the  League  is  involved  in  underwriting  the  cost 
of  printing  90  of  all  Wycliffe  translations. 

USED  BIBLES  FOR  AFRICA  AND  INDIA 

The  World  Home  Bible  League  has  made  arrangements  to  ship  used  Bibles 
into  Africa  and  India  without  the  payment  of  duty  or  tariff.  They  are  to  be 
given  free  to  local  churches  and  foreign  missionaries  and  Christian  individuals. 
Over  one  million  copies  are  needed. 

Thousands  of  Southern  Baptists  have  received  Scriptures  published  by  the 
World  Home  Bible  League.  Hundreds  of  churches  have  had  Scriptures 
personalized  by  the  League,  and  many  churches  throughout  the  Convention 
have  placed  the  League  in  their  budget.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  TRUETT  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATi^ON 
1970  -  1977 

The  last  historical  report  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Association 
and  the  West  Liberty  Association  combined  was  given  in  1969,  when  the  name 
was  changed  to  the  Truett  Baptist  Association.  The  name  Truett  is  in  honor  of 
the  world  famous  evangelist  George  W.  Truett  who  was  born  in  the  extreme 
Western  part  of  North  Carolina  in  Clay  County. 

The  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford,  the  Associational  Missionary  at  this  time,  was 
instrumental  in  the  work  at  combining  the  West  Liberty  and  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Association  into  the  Truett  Baptist  Association,  which  became 
effective  in  the  year  1970.  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  is  a  dedicated  man,  untiring  in 
his  zeal  and  devotion  to  the  Lord's  work. 

The  Associational  Missionary's  duties  and  ministries  are  many.  His  call  is  to 
be  an  indefinite  call.  He  is  to  be  available  to  the  pastors  and  other  full-time 
religious  workers  as  a  counselor-shepherd.  He  is  to  visit  churches  by  invitation 
of  the  pastor  or  other  church  leaders  to  assist  in  pulpit  supply,  study  courses, 
revival  meetings  and  many  other  phases  of  work. 

The  Truett  Baptist  Association  is  composed  of  churches  who  voluntarily 
affiliate  themselves  with  the  body.  Churches  maintain  their  affiliation  by 
presenting  a  letter  of  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  Faith  and  practice  of  the 
member  churches  harmonize  with  the  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  of  the 
churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  Association  meets  annually  in  the  week  following  the  first  Sunday  in 
August  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  The  associational  year  runs  from  July  1, 
to  June  30.  Special  sessions  may  be  called  if  the  need  arises,  by  the  Executive 
Committee  or  the  Missions  Committee. 

The  churches  have  voluntarily  associated  and  have  established  organizations 
for  Christian  fellowship  and  cooperation  in  the  advancement  of  Christ's 
Kingdom.  The  Association  is  dependent  on  the  churches  that  created  and 
sustain  it,  and  does  not  in  any  case  control  or  direct  the  churches  with  reference 
to  their  own  government  of  internal  policy.  Sadly  some  of  the  people  are 
misinformed  about  this. 

The  objectives  of  the  Association  are  designed  to  assist  the  churches  in 
majoring  upon  evangelism,  missions  and  stewardship  through  their  programs. 
Every  church  is  encouraged  to  support  the  mission  causes  of  the  Association, 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Also,  to  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of 
Christ,  and  to  provide  such  programs,  projects  and  organizations  as  will 
strengthen  the  churches,  helping  them  in  achieving  their  objectives  and  goals. 
To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually, 
and  coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

The  Truett  Baptist  Association  having  been  organized  in  the  seventies  is  a 
good  omen.  The  number  seven  is  a  sacred  number,  used  many  times  in  the 
Word  of  God.  The  year  1 977  is  the  year  of  the  sevens,  when  a  new  undertaking, 
which  is  perhaps  the  greatest  challenge  faced  in  the  history  of  the  Southern 
Baptists,  is  before  the  people  for  the  remaining  23  years  of  the  20th  century.  It 
is  called  "Bold  Missions  Thrust"  and  the  success  of  the  venture  is  yet  to  be 
determined. 
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The  heart  of  the  program  is  to  evangehze  and  congregationaHze  the  world's 
population  and  the  thrust  is  to  confront  all  people  everywhere  with  the  gospel 
and  to  give  them  the  opportunity  of  knowing  and  trusting  Christ  as  Saviour 
and  to  lead  them  in  the  understanding  of  His  lordship.  The  challenge  is  so 
great  that  every  Baptist  needs  to  be  involved  to  make  it  successful.  The 
motivating  message  needs  to  be  communicated  to  some  13  million  Baptists  if  it 
is  to  succeed. 

The  Truett  Baptist  Association  has  met  annually  for  the  last  eight  years. 
Having  been  organized  in  1970,  the  last  session  was  held  in  August  of  1977. 
The  sessions  are  held  with  two  of  the  churches  and  an  evening  session  with  a 
third  church  in  the  Association  each  year.  Different  churches  are  hosts  to  the 
sessions. 

It  is  two  days  and  one  evening  of  fellowship.  Every  session  begins  with 
singing  of  hymns,  prayer  and  scripture.  Special  music  is  presented  and  the 
annual  sermon  is  preached  each  year  by  one  of  the  pastors. 

It  is  taking  care  of  the  business  and  any  new  business  and  hearing  and 
adopting  the  reports  on  the  various  ministries  and  mission  causes  of  the 
Association.  These  are  given  by  members  of  the  different  churches  that  belong 
to  the  Association.  This  is  carried  out  in  much  the  same  manner  each  year  and 
approved. 

Every  year  messengers  are  sent  from  the  different  churches  that  belong  to 
the  association,  also  any  visitors  and  any  new  pastors  are  recognized  and 
welcomed  by  the  moderators. 

Lunch  is  served  each  day  by  the  women  of  the  host  churches. 

"In  Memoriam"  for  those  that  have  died  from  the  churches  is  given  each 
year. 

In  1971  plans  were  made  that  the  Truett  Association  was  to  look  for  and 
secure  property  to  build  an  Associational  Office  in  the  vicinity  of  Murphy.  The 
Properties  Committee  was  authorized  to  look  for  such  property.  Also,  a 
building  fund  was  to  be  initiated. 

In  1971  the  desire  for  a  children's  home  to  serve  Western  North  Carolina 
became  a  reality. 

The  Associational  Missionary,  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  listed  some  of  the  things 
as  he  said  "we  did  together."  He  drove  24,767  miles  in  work,  preached  70 
revival  messages,  taught  25  Seminary  Extension  Classes.  There  were  48 
conversions.  Mr.  Lunsford  helped  in  6  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  176  visits  to 
churches,  52  messages  preached  other  than  revivals,  20  study  courses  taught, 
not  to  mention  the  many,  many  other  things  he  did  in  the  year  of  1971,  and 
every  year. 

In  1973  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  added  new 
benefits  or  increased  benefits  for  most  active  and  retired  pastors,  church  staff 
members  and  denominational  workers  it  also  serves.  Just  before  Christmas, 
1972  more  than  7,000  annuitants  received  "13th  checks",  amounting  to  the  size 
of  two  extra  months'  benefits.  The  13th  checks  are  paid  in  addition  to  the 
regular  monthly  payments. 

In  the  sixth  year  of  the  annual  session  of  the  Truett  Baptist  Association,  the 
minutes  of  the  sessions  were  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  six  of  their  pastors 
that  died  in  that  year.  The  minutes  of  1976-1977  were  dedicated  to  the  memory 
of  Miss  Addie  Mae  Cooke,  Rev.  Algie  West,  and  Rev.  George  Younce,  who  went 
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to  be  with  the  Lord.  Miss  Cooke  served  her  Lord  in  many  ways.  She  was  a 
member  of  Murphy  First  Baptist  Church,  a  leader  in  W.  M.  U.  Work  in  her 
church,  the  Association,  and  Baptist  State  Convention.  Rev.  Younce  and  Rev. 
West  were  faithful  ministers  for  many  years. 

Rev.  Chester  Jones,  pastor  of  Truett  Memorial  Baptist  Church  in  Hayesville 
(1976)  made  mention  at  the  annual  session  about  a  new  Sunday  School 
Program  to  be  put  into  effect.  Also  Rev.  Fred  Lunsford  discussed  the  ongoing 
teacher  trainer  program. 

A  World  Missions  Conference  is  to  be  held  in  September,  1979.  Plans  for  a 
World  Missions  Fair  were  introduced  and  approved.  A  new  home  for  the  aging 
is  being  built  in  Western  North  Carolina  at  Asheville,  N.  C. 

At  the  annual  session  (1977)  mention  was  made  about  a  crusade  to  be  held  in 
1 980.  All  pastors  were  reminded  of  a  meeting  to  be  held  soon  to  decide  who  will 
be  the  evangelist  for  that  crusade. 

1977 — Funds  are  still  being  raised  for  the  new  Associational  Building,  and 
plans  are  being  made  to  begin  building  as  soon  as  the  funds  are  available. 
Property  has  been  donated  in  the  Peachtree  community  near  Murphy  for  the 
building  site. 

A  great  challenge,  perhaps  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  Southern 
Baptists  is  before  the  people  for  the  remaining  23  years  of  the  20th  century.  It 
has  been  called  "Bold  Missions  Thrust,"  and  its  success  is  yet  to  be  determined. 

There  are  now  in  the  year  1977  sixty-six  churches  throughout  Clay  and 
Cherokee  County  affiliated  with  the  Truett  Baptist  Association. 

Concluding  message  was  delivered  by  J.  D.  Decker.  Altar  Prayer.  The  Eighth 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Truett  Baptist  Association  adjourned.
